seventy five dollars, Hence the wire to you. Then 

I thought that if it could be managed, the further 
sinking of the well would be the more permanent. The 
only thing against that was the very severe weather. 
But I got the men, and opened up the well. We made 

a crib, and sank the well until I was quite sure that 
we had an adequate supply. I was in the bottom of the 
well for two days. I am very pleased to say that we 
are now able to put on full pressure three times a day 
if need be, and I believe there will be water for all time 
to come,"

taken by the School Management and the success which at- 
tended the same, I trust that my request for the payment 
of this account may have your favourable consideration, 
and that a cheque for the amount in question will be 
issued in favour of the Hudson's Bay Company, Lac la 
Ronge, via Prince Albert, Sask.

Iac la Ronge Residential School, The children in the 
class rooms were all examined on the 10th, The class 
rooms were clean, well ventilated and the teaching was 
efficient, The senior teacher especially has brought her 
pupils along in good style; I am sorry that she is 
leaving. I put in the whole day in the rooms and can 
state that the work in every class is satisfactory. The 
pupils are only up to the sixth standard but if they get 


this far and understand the work it is enough for +his 


district. 
The hospital applied for here seems to 


have been refused. Some accomodation should be put up 
for sick pupils, The Principal recommends the following, 
and I think he is now agreeable to it in lieu of a special 
building, Put up a two story room at end of each wing, 
there is room between the windows etc for a place 16 xo, 
One extension would contain nurse room Velen wey apoves 
the other a dispensary below and ward above, Mr. Hives 
Bays he would get it completed for $4000.00, furniture 
extra. 

OVOP eceesconeees 
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Six dozen hospital bed matresses are required here, it is 
of no use to send mattresses unfilled, cases etc, as 

no material is available locally to fill them. 

One hundred blankets are required here from some somrce. 
Eighty-four (84) rubber stair treads 7x17$ with same 
number brass nosings 18" are required for stairways, 
Twenty (20) bushels lime required for plaster repairs, 
Three thousand (3000) feet B,M, fir flooring is required 
for classrooms and playrooms, The present flooring is 
worn out and is very dusty on account of open places in 
between old boards, 

I asked for church pews or seats for the pupils last 
year, they were not supplied, They are still needed, 
Practically all other items asked for were supplied. 

The school is in good repair generally, 

The Principal tells me he has asked for an 
appropriation for supplying food to sick Indians, He sends 
the coked food to them when they are bed ridden on the 
reserve close bye, This is not really a school matter but 
I thought I would mention it. He does supply this service 
and it is quite a drain on the scho finances,

Some time ago, the church authorities asked the 
Department to arrange for an imfirmary for sick pupils. 
Mr. Waddy has alse recommended this, and I am today author- 
ising the Rev. Principal, who is quite competent, to build 
a small addition at a cost of ,000. 


I note Mr. Waddy recommends that 6 dozen 
mattresses be supplied. I am satisfied these are for the 
school dormitories, as Dr. Westgate has made a request in 
this connection. After you have heard from Mr. Waddy, 
please let me have 4 recommendation concerning the 
supplying of mattresses. 


The Department is authorising the Prineipal to 
purchase 20 bushels of lime for plaster repairs and 
3,000 ft. of flooring.

Mr. Indian Agent Waddy has reported concerning 
the Lac la Ronge Indian Residential Sehool, and he urges 
that some accommodation be provided for sick pupils. You 
are hereby authorised to erect a small addition at one 
end of the main building. "$2 .000 only is available for 
this purpose, and the Department will be pleased if you 
will see that the expenditure is kept within this amount. 
I regret that a second addition at the other wing of the 
building camot be authorised at the present time. The 
Department is hopeful that you may be able to arrange the 
space in your building with this one addition so that 
adequate accommodation can be provided for sick pupils. 


You are authorized to purchase 20 bushels of 
lime for plaster repairs, 5000 ft. of fir flooring and 
7 dozen rubber stair treads with brass nosings. counts 
for these materials and for those in connection with the 
addition should be certified, in duplicate, and forwarded 
to Ottawa for payment. When you require funds to pay any 
labour engaged for the addition, you may make application 
to Ottawa for an accountable cheque. 


Mr. Indian Agent Waddy is being requested to 
give a further report regarding the need for 6 dozen 
mattresses. The church pews and blankets mentioned by 
our representative should be provided by the Missionary 
Society.

I beg to say that yo letter of July 
Sth. received today was very greatly appreciated, 
as also your letter of July 24th. also received 
today. I assure you that the thousand dollars 
you have kindly granted for clearing will be of 
great assistance for that purpose, but more so 
will it be so greatly appreciated by the Indians 
Who are in very poor circumstances, and need the 
money which they will get for work execut ed, 


The $2000.00 for the purpose of providing 
accomodation for sick pupils should help us in that 
respect, and I assure you that it will be used to 
the best advantage, We are also thankful for the 
fir flooring, stair treads, and I do sincerely hope 
that you may see fit to provide the mattresses. I may 
say in this respect that we have not anything in the 
way of filling for mattresses in this country. We 
have no grain field nearer than one hundred and fifty 
miles away, 


May I say a world in regard to the request for 
blankets. When our pupils are sent eway on their 
vacation they are given a quilt each, YT find that 
this is real & necessity, The parents of théese 
children are poor, They have nothing but just what they 
actually need themselves, se that when an extra child 
comes into the home, unless it brings along with it 
What it will require in the way of bedding, that child 
has to either go witha and suffer discomforts or 
even worse, or share with someonelse, We have always 
tried to previde one quilt each for our pupils when 
they go on their holidays, and/when they leave school 
after graduating, we give them two, I may say that 
there is also another side to this matter beside 
guarding the child against discomforts ete, Many of 
our pupils are growing giris verging én to young 


WomBrhood, IF Such @ girl has not arything in tee 
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way of bedding you may realize how dependant Rise is 
upon other resources. I have knownof a great deal 
in the way of immorality,amongst our young Indians, 
and have traced its origin in a number of cases 

to the fact that the poor girl had no bedding. Our 
Indian girls and boys are very anxious to keep, 
straight. Just as anxious as we are to help them, 
and no matter what the cause may be that would bring 
about the downfall of a girl's character, I feel we 
should guerd against it, 


After a child has been home for six weeke, 
I mean for his vacation, the quilt is almost useless, 
Thie is easily accounted for when one considers the 
ro@tiing life they lead, and the poor accomodation they 
have, Tast year we gave out a quilt to each child, 
and out of the hundred or more given out there were 
net more than half a dozen fit to be taken in again, 


This depletes our cupgiy of bedding 
until the situation is becoming seréé@us. For that 
reason I asked Mr Indian Agent Waddy if anything could 
be done to help us out. 


If after reading this and @pprecidting 
the need we have for extra blankets, the Department 
can see fit to provide us with What Mr Indian Agent 
Waddy asked for, I assure you that we shall be very 
greatly assisted in our work with our Indian children.

Hives that he might apply to you for an accountable 
cheque to meet the cost of labour, engaged to help in 
building the infirmary, I shall be glad to know the amount 
of any such cheque which you may have issued, so that I my 
inform the present Principal, namely, the Rev. G. W. Fisher, 
of the amount still available to complete the infirmary out 
of the total grant sanctioned.

Reverend Sir: 


I have your letter of the 17th instant, 
with reference to last year's grant for an infirmary 
at the Lac la Ronge Indian Residential School. I 
regret that there was no revote in this connection; 
but I may say that the Estimates provide $1,300 for 
improvements at this school. ‘This amount was 
divided as follows: 


Ice house - - - - $500. 
Flooring and general repairs - 6800. 


If the infirmary is more urgent than these other 
improvements, it will be possible to complete it. 
Please let me have your recommendation without 
delay. 


Concerning the $800 which was advanced 

to the former principal in August of last year, I 
may say that the amount was deposited with the 
Imperial Bank of Canada at Prince Albert. I1 find 
that on the 4th instant the Department wrote the 
Reverend Principal, asking for an accounting and 
for a refund of any unexpended balance. If there 
is any unexpended balance, provided the Reverend 
Principal can use it immediately in connection with 
the labour for improvements at the school, it will 
be in order to send in the accounting for the 
entire amount within the next few weeks. You might 
so inform the Principal, and it might be advisable 
for you also to write the Imperial Bank, telling 
them to hold the unexpended balance on departmental 
cheque No. 2919 for $800 until the Rev. Principal 
writes them further. It is entirely probable that 

. he has now written to the Bank, asking them to make 
the refund to the Department. This will not be 
necessary, provided the funds can be used in the 
immediate future.

I have your letter of the 10th instant, with enclosures, 
regarding an accountable cheque for $600.00 which was directed 
last year to the Reverend Prineipal of the Lae La Ronge Indian 
Residential Sehool for the purpose of paying labour on the 
infirmary addition. This was sent to Mr. Hives on August 50th, 
upon receipt of his communication of the 24th idem. 


I regret that the method of saeeounting for this cheque 
whieh is suggested in your letter would not be aecepted by the 
Auditor General. In the first place, this accountable cheque 
was not for the purpose of paying for materials or for freighting, 
ete. It was for labour. The Department believes that the only 
satisfactory way of accounting for this advanee will be to refund 
by sehool cheque, without delay, the unexpended balance, amounting 
to $453.00. The time sheets for the expended amount of $547.00 
should be forwarded to the Department, in duplicate, at the 
earliest possible date. ‘The account which you forwarded will 
be paid from the eurrent year's appropriation. A eheque for 
$196.46, in reimbursement, is now being directed to the Reverend 
Prineipal. When secounts for other materials or for freighting 
come to hand, these will be met in the new Vote.

Dear Sir:- 


: I have received your letter of the Sth. inst. 
#132-2-5, dealing with the question of improvements at our 
Lac la Ronge Indian Residential School, and giving a list 

of those recommended by the treaty paying officer. As 

you state in your letter that you had not received a reply 
to your letter of April 25rd. concerning the most urgent re- 
quirements at this school, I beg to state that I have exam- 
ined our files, and find that I wrote to you on June 10th. 
stating that I had requested the Principal to take in hand 
at once the work of completing the infirmary. Certain mater- 
ials were purchased by the Principal for this purpose, but 
as the winter trail had closed, this material is held at 
Prince Albert. 


During the past summer our Commission's representa- 
tive visited Lac la Ronge and after hearing his report on 
the plan recommended for the infirmary by Mr. Hives, before 
his transfer to the Shingwauk Home, our Commission decided 
that it would be better to have the whole question of the 
infirmary reconsidered. During my visit to your Department 
September 17th. last, I took this matter up with the Director 
of Medical Services, and on October lst. addressed to him a 
letter setting forth in writing, the understanding reached 
during that interview. So far, then, as the infirmary at 
Lac la Ronge is concerned, the whole question will have to be 
considered afresh, and a new grant of funds made to meet the 
cost of the same, plus the cost of the freight on the material 
now at Prince Albert. 


As the erection of the ®nfirmary is, therefore, 
postponed, but only for a short time, I hope our Commission will 
receive authority to provide the improvements mentioned in your 
letter of Oct. 8th. I am sending a copy of your letter forward 
at once to the Rev. G. W. Fisher, the Principal of this school, 
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and em asking him to furnish me with the measurements and 
quantities required in connection with each of the items you have 
listed. In view of the understanding reached with regard to the 
infirmary, our Commission will concur: in your opinion that these 
5 § Noga ed should take precedence over the infirmary, and they 
will be obliged if you will authorize them to provide the same.

Re; Improvements Lac la Ronge 


Dear Sir:~ 
Indian Residential School 


With further reference to your letter of Ootober 8th. 
#132-2-5, and my reply to the same on October 14th., relative 
to certain improvements at the Lac la Ronge Indian Residential 
School advised by the treaty paying officer, I beg to state 
that I have just received from Mr. Fisher, Principal of tls 
lac la Ronge School, a letter dated October 13th. in which 
he furnishes me with much of the infomation requested with 
regard to the improvements in question. The information is 
not complete as he wrote his letter before he received the 
one I had addressed to him, tut in view of the urgency of 
some of the requirements, I thought it well to forward to 
you at once the following extract from his letter;< 


"You will note that I am asking for a 300 gallon hot 
water tank. I feel this is very necessary, for at the 
present time all the hot water for the children's bath 
has to be heated on the laundry stoves, and carried up in 
pails. This not only entails a great déal of work, but 

I feel sure that the amount of water used is not suffi- 
cient, when one considers the number of children we have 
in the school. I have no means of ascertaining just what 
this tank will cost to instal. I would judge however, that 
including the necessary pipes and fitt i 8, together with 
the freight, it would amount to $350 to $400. I do hope 
the Department will give us this. 


"With regard to our kitchen range, it was felt that by 
inserting new fire brick (or linings to the fire boxes) 
this would do for quite q tim. But I am sorry to say 
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the range is getting worse all the time. Mr. Hastings 
4id put in a temporary lining of asbestos pujp, but this 
has already burned out again. I would like to suggest 
that the Indian Dept. be asked to supply a new range. 
Here again, I have no'way of finding the cost. 


"I have also had many complaints regarding the bread 
oven, and from personal observation, I would say that the 
bread does not appear to be all that it should be. I am 
informed that this is due to the oven. The doors are 
warped and much of the necessary heat escapes. Will you 
kindly ask for a new one. The present oven is certainly 
very far from satisfactory. 


"We are also badly in need of a refrigerator. Would the 
Department supply this? The one listed on page 392 of 
Eatons Spring and Sugjmer catalogue, No. 424*M~230 would 
do very well. Its cost is $32.00. 


"Attached to your letter dated April 26th. there ia 

a copy of a letter from the Dept. in which it atates that 
600.00 was granted for building of an icehouse, and 

800 for general repairs. Am I at liberty to prepare 

to use this money for the purposes mentioned. We are 
certainly in need of a new Icehouse, ani with your permis- 
sion, I think I could manage to do something towards it 
this fall. This letter is going out on the last plane 

to leave here this year. We expect the last mil by open 
water to-morrow, so if I am to do anything in this matter, 
it will be necessary for you to wire your instructions. 


"During the past summer, I laid new floors in the two 
play~rooms, and in the junior class-room, This means 
that we have perfectly good floors in all the rooms 
downstairs except the senior class-room. I would like to 
put a new floor there next summer. I would be glad to 
have you purchase 800 ft. of fir flooring. This omld 
be sent in either in December or with the min freight 
in March. 


"There has not been time since receiving your letter re~ 
garding the hospital to go fully into the mtter. I will 
write you fully in the regular mail. I wold like to 
suggest however that you ask an architect to draw up plans 
and specifications. (1) Por a one storey building containing 
two wards, a nurse's room: dispensary; twp bathrooms (one 
attached to nurse's room) with a full basement, heated by 
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"& small wood burning furnace, or (2) for a two storey 
building containing the same number of rooms, the nurse's 
room to be upstairs, and the dispensary downstairs. of 
course a small kitchen would be necessary. I feel sure 
that we could manage to put up the budidding. 


"I should have said that after consulting Nurse Patrick, 
it is thought that tw four bed wards will be ample for 
our needs here. 


"While I have no doubt that I could draw up a plan for 

the tuilding, I feel very strongly that it might be cheaper 
in the end if a qualified architect were asked to plan the 
building. It would be easy for him to estimte costs on 
materials which would have to be shipped in." 


In addition to the above the Principal has furnished 
me With a copy of the list of reqmirements which he sent to 
Mr. Walter Locke of Prince Albert who acted as treaty agent. 
As this list specifies in detail the requirements taken by yo 
the treaty paying officer, I am enclosing a copy of the same 
for your information, and tmst that an authorization may be 
received to provide the same. 


I note that a kitchen range and a new bake oven are 
not included in this list, but after reading the Principal's 
letter I feel sure that both are required. With regard to 
the bake oven my recollection is that it was sent first to 
our Elkhorn School but being unsuitable for that institution, 
it was sent to the Lac la Ronge School. I am unable at present 
owing to lack of time to confimm my recollection in this 
matter, but in view of the danger Which arises from the use 
of a defective range, I beg to recommend that the Principal's 
request for a new one be given sympathetic consideration.

Memorandum, - 


MR. WILLIAMS: 


For several years the Missionary Society 
of the Church of England has been urging the De- 
partment to build an infirmary or small hospital at 
Lac Le Ronge. During the fiseal year 1929-1950 
an amount of $2,000.00 was provided for this purpose 
and it was understood that it was to be expended on 
a small addition to the school building for hospital 
purposes. The building was not completed and the 
money was not re-voted in 1950-1931. Arrangements 
were made, howeve®, to use part of the money provided 
for general repairs at the sehool to complete this 
work during the present year. Some material was 
bought and forwarded to Prince Albert, where it now 
lies waiting for winter freighting. 


In September Dr. Westgate was here and said 
that as there were other mtters more urgent at the 
school, and as the season was too late in any case, 
it was not proposed to complete the infirmary this year. 
Up to this point the matter has been in charge of the 
gene Branch, and it was school funds which were to 
be used. 


Dr. Westgate has now got a new report from 
the principal of the school, and we are asked to 
provide funds and to make a plan for the erection of 
a small hospital. Mr. Ferrier takes the apparently 
reasonable view that the greater part of the work to be 
done is not school work and should not be carried out 
under the auspices of his Branch.

Enclosed herewith you will find a copy of a 
letter from Mr. H. L. Thompson of Cranberry Portage, Man. 
addressed to the Principal of our Lac la Ronge School 
with regard to the purchase of the old Delco Lighting 
Plant now lying idle at this school. When forwarding this 
letter to me the Principal wrote, in part, a8 follows:- 


"Bnclosed you will find a letter from a Mr. H. L. 
Thompson. The old Delco Plant is still here, but 
is to some extent dismantled. I have no idea as to 
its original cost, so have no idea what is is worth. 
Mire Hastings says that the engine and dynamo are com- 
plete, save that the crank case is proken. Will you 
kindly write Mr. Thompson making him an offer. I 
was talking to Mr. Middlebrooks the other day, and 
he would be willing to take it out in March for $2.80 
y ver ewt., but would not guarantee to do it for that 
at a later date. Beer's rate woudd be $3.00. The 
qepiant will never be of any value to us in its present 
condition. Will you kindly notify me as soon as you 
Yocan regarding this matter." 


I shall be obliged if you will let me know at 
your earliest convenience if we may dispose of this plant, 
and the use to which the proceeds, if a sale is effected, 
may be applied. 


In his covering letter, the Principal directs 
attention to the need of a wood shed in which to store wood 
for use in the kitchen range and also to the need of eleven 
blinds for his own residence. He states that the school 
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management could build the wood shed with some local help 
at a cost of about $60.00 if our Commission supplied the 
roofing and nails, The total cost of the wood shed and 
the blinds would probably smount to $150.00, and I shall 
be obliged if you will let me know (1) if an expenditure 
of this amount may be met from the sale of the Delco Plant, 
if effected, or (2) if your Department will authorize the 
same from your Departmental appropriation.

During the latter part of July and the aa 
ginning of August, I visited our Society's Indian Residen- 
tial School at Lac la Ronge, Sask., and reported the 
following requirements to our Commission:-

(12) A supply of creosote or paint for roofs, paint 
and slasbastine for outer and inner walls of buildings. 
especially the main school building. 


As I was informed by the Principal that Mr. 
Inspector Murison, who accompanied the Treaty party this year 
had given careful consideration to most of the above re- 
quirements, and undertook to recommend to your Department 
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that they be supplied, I do not wonsider it necessary to 
do more than to state that when I reported these require- 
ments to our Comission, 1 was instructed to forward the 
list to you and ask you to kindly endeavour to provide the 
same.

These items should have priority of claim over all the 
others. The other items are arranged in the order of the 
urgency of their requirement. 

sti, With regard to the clearing of more land, our 
Commission instructed me to make known to your Department 
the serious problem they have to face from year to year in 
securing an adequate supply of hay for the stock. The 
school management now go from island to island in the lake 
cutting a little here and there, wheraver it is to be found. 
They are experimenting with oats on @ small piewe of ground, 


| and from results obtained, feel confident that the hay and 


green feed problem can be solved if more land is cleared. 
Your Department made a grant for this purpose a few years 
ago, and the money was well spent in clegring about five 
acres of iand near the main school building. A great many 
stones, however, will have to be removed before this area 
can be seeded to advantage. The bush fire of 1927 which 
destroyed the forest around the school end endangered the 
school buildings at the ssme time, revealed considerably 
land about a mile or two behind the school, which could be 
brought under cultivation if properly cleared of stumps 

and shrubbery, and as this would afford employment for the 
Indians in the settlement, our Commission strongly recommend 
that not less than 25 acres be clesred as soon as possible. 
As this area does not at present lie within the boundaries 
of the school property, our Commissibn feel that steps should 
be taken to have e@ school land increased sufficiently to 
enclose it, trust that your Department may be able 
to help thé y indicated. 

During my visit, which is the third I have made 
to this school, I received the impression, based on very 
careful observation, that @aee—#e a work fully worthy of 


your Department and of our Society, weber is being accomplished 
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at this remote centre, and it would be an encouragement 
to the school management if arrangements can be made to 


supply the essentials required to expand and consolidate 
this work. 


Trusting that all the items listed may receive 
your sympathetic consideration, and some means found to 
provide the same when the winter trail opens next December.

The main building, which is a frame struc- 
ture on a stone foundatién, is 65 feet X 108 feet.

I noted that On€ furnace fire-box_is burnt out 
furnaces have been in use since the school was first 
built. The furnace pipes from two of the furnaces are

With regard to the Lac La Ronge School, it 
will be noted that the situation of this school is not 
by\any means as favourable as that at Beauval, there 
being very little land under cultivation, or fit for 
that purpose. The Inspector points out that some might 
be obtained if the Department could arrange for the purchas- 
ing of same, or for having it set aside. I do not know 
how this affects the arrangements made with the Provincial 
Government re setting land aside for the Indians, but 
would suggest that it be set aside as an Indian reserve, 
and the school then allowed to use it. I would be glad 
to be advised in this connection, and I will then take 
the matter up with the proper authorities here, We 
should certainly provide for the growing of hay for feed 
for the cattle, so that the childven could obtain milk 
as part of their diet. 


The Inspector gives a description of the 
building dn his report. The furnaces that are out of 
order should be repaired with the least possible delay, 
and either the Department should provide for this work, 
or they should see that the school authorities have it 
done, as a fire at this point would be a very serious 
matter. The chimney should also be repaired. 


I will take the matter of reducing the size 
of the mesh of nets from 5 to 4% inches up with the 
Fisheries Branch, as, in any event, it will have to be 
dealt with here in Regina. 


With regard to the suggestion that the 
balcony be floored and ceiled with the material on hand, 
and with the help of the school staff, I would be glad 
to have your instructions in this matter. I would say 
that I think we should act on the suggestions of the 
Principal, in this connection.

Mr. Inspector Murison's report on the Lac 
la Romge Indian Residential School has reached the 
Department. If you have not already taken the 
necessary action, will you please replace the furnace 
firebox, which is now burnt out, ani protect the 
joists above the emoke pipe from both furnaces with 
either galvanized iron or asbestos paper.

Dear Sir:. Re - Wood burning jacket heater for 
Lac la Ronge School, C. of BE. 


In your letter of December 5th, 1930, 132-2.5, 
(see also your letter November 6th, 1930, 132.8.5) you 
authorized the installation of a hot water tank at our Lac 
la Ronge Indian Residential School. In my letter to you on 
December 24th, 1930, I quoted an extract from a letter received 
from Mr. Principal Fisher, in which he stated, with regard to 
the heating of this tank, that "it would be better to have 
a dual system of heati - one attachment to the furnace for 
use during the months of winter, and the other for use when 
the furnaces are not used. If a heater to burn wood could 
be obtained, that would be best, but whatever kind of heater 
it ig, it should burn wood not less than 30" long". 


The hot water tank authorized was installed, and 
arrangements made for the same to be connected with the 
central furnace. In a letter recently received from Mr. 
Principal Fisher, and dated October 15th., he writes, in part, 
as follows, with regard to thie matter;:. 


"I am sorry to say, from the heating standpoint, the 
hot water tank is not a success. When Mr. Inspector 
Murigon was here he suggested sending a jacket heater 
to attach to this tank, but from what I have heard of 
jacket heaters, they will take only small pieces of 
wood. I recommend that instead of a jacket heater, a 
large-sized box stove that would burn wood 3' long, 
be en tg I am afraid we will never have real 
het water until we have additional means of heating. 
The firm who supplied the tank would be able to 
advise you with regard to the best kind of heater to 
secure. 
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| On receipt of the above letter I took the matter up 
at once with the Marshall-Wells Company, Ltd., the firm that 
Supplied the tank, and they furnished me with the following 


information and the enclosed blue print drawing of the heater 
they recommended. ‘Their letter reads as follows;:- 


«8.6 


"We are pleased to quote you a price of $333.00 f.o0.b. 
Winnipeg, sales tax included, for one only wood 
burning jacketed Hot Water Heater, having Furnace 
thirty inches in diameter by five foot length, 
equipped for burning cord wood, as per blue print 
attached No. P.943, to connect up to large tank 
supplied you some time ago. You will note that the 
inlet is two inches and the outlet for the hot water 
is two and one-half inches. The smoke collar is ten 
imches in diameter. The weight of this Boiler is 
2660 pounds. 

Trusting our quotation will meet with your approval, 
and hoping to receive your valued order. " 


You will note that the price of $333.00 for the heater 
recommended is f.o.b. Winnipeg only. As the weight is given at 
2660 lbs., the freight charges from Prince Albert to Lac la 
Ronge would amount to, at 3¢ a 1b., $79.80. ‘To this would have 
to be added transportation charges from Winnipeg to Prince 
Albert, and handling charges there. To cover the total cost 
of transportation charges from Winnipeg to Lac la Ronge, the sum 
of $433.00 would be required, and possible a@ little more. 


As the heater is very urgently needed, and as I 
gather from letters recently received from your Department, that 
your appropriation for the current fiscal year is limited, I shall 
be obliged if you will inform me, if your Department will refund 
to our Society at the beginning of the fiscal year 1932.33, the 
total cost of purchasing and delivering this jfeater, with the 
necessary connections, if we place an order at once, and pay the 
bills, should the Marshall.Wells Co., ask for payment in the 
meantime. This suggestion is offered in view of the urgency of 
the need, and in order that the shipment may go forward as soon 
as the winter trail is open. A prompt reply will oblige.

I beg to sutmit the following report on the 
schools which I inspeoted during the time I was Paying Officer 
for the Ile a la Crosse Agency. 

x x x 
LAC LA RONGE CHURCH OF ENGLAND RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL 

I arrived at this school on the night of July 
Sth. remaining here until leaving for Stanley on July 12th. 

Owing to the school being closed for the summer 
vacation and rainy weather, the Reverend Mr. Fisher,Principal 
allowed me the use of one of the classrooms for the purpose 
of making annuity payments and holding band meeting. 

I found the Reverend Mr. Fisher conscientious 
and keen in his service to this institution. This was 
reflected in the general atmosphere of keen co-operation 
apparent between this man and his staff, which are as follows:- 
Miss. E.V.Williams, Matron, ¥.E.Simmon, lst teacher, Mr.Crozier 
end teacher, C. Paney, Giris' Spervisor, B. Baird,Boys' 
Supervisor, =. Smith, Kitchen Matron, D. Mathews, Laundress, 
N.L. Patrick, Nurse, A.C.Hastings Engineer, T.A.Mills, Farmer, 
and C0.C. Brown, Fisherman. 

Owing to the school being closed as already 
mentioned, I did not examine the class work of the pupils. 
However, during the payment here and at Stanley I came in 
contact with many of them. In addressing these I found them 
well mannered, clean, tidy, neatly dressed and apparently 
well nourished, and I found they would join in conversation 
more readily than many Indian pupils I have met. ‘fhe 
expressed a keen interest in their schol work and seemed very 
loyal to the institution. 

I found the school and other buildings pertaining 
thereto clean and tidy within and the grounds without very 
nicely kept. 

The Reverend Principal informed me there were 
about 2000' of lumber left over after using that authorized 
by the department. This surplus is being used to good 
advantage, mainly in building partitions in the upper dormitory 
for the girls, which will accomodate ten small beds and 4 
staff room, Partitions are also being built to separate the 
smaller boys from the larger, and any surplus lumber left 
will be used for general repairs to buildings. the floors and 
ceilings of the upper balcony were not completed. I was 
advised they will be this fall. the Principal requested 
that wire soreening 8' x 65' be provided for this. It could 
then be used for isolation cases during the summer months. 

I found the chimney of this building has been 
repaired, but does not draw well at times, resulting in soot 
overflowing and running down it; and on these occasions the 

building becomes smoky and the inside walls thereof are 
stuined. TI also noticed the basement joists have been 
protected with asbestos from the heat of the furnace pipes 
also a new fire box installed in one of the furnaces. In 
checking over the fire Protection equipment I find further 
protection can be given by supplying a 50° x 5/8' garden 
hose and placing it in the upper dormitory to be used in case 
of chimney fires, also that recharges. are necessary for the 
following fire extinguishers, 24 recharges Guardene Fire 
Ext. No. A. 606201 capacity 2e\gals., 12 recharges for 
Pyrene No. P 204697 1 quart type.

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The interior of the school building should be 
redecorated in that many of the walls are stained, and 
paint worn off some of the floors and part of the wood-work.

The Rev. G. W. Fisher, Principal of our Society's 
School at Lac la Ronge, Sawk., has directed the attention of 
our Commission to the urgent need of a brick chimney for the 
main school building, and I am writing for the specific 
purpose of asking your Department to authorize the expenditure 
involved in providing the same. When this school was built, 
it was built at a comparatively small cost to your Department, 
as practically all the lumber and timber required for the same 
was cut and dressed in the school saw-mill. The iron Hudson's 
Bay chimneys which were installed, however, have never been 
satisfactory. Wood is used as fuel, and the school management 
have had great difficulty in keeping them free from creosote, 
which chokes them up, with the result that the building is 
filled with smoke whenever the fires are being made up. There 
is also a constant danger that the creosote encrustation will 
itself catch fire, and, in turn, set fire to the roof or some 
other part of the building. 


Our Commission have secured from experts in Vinnipeg 
the following information with regard to the materials and cost 
of building a 56' chimney which would have 3 flues, all of which 
are necessary, because of the number of furnaces in use, in 
addition to the hot water heater and the kitchen stove. The 
bricks and other materials mentioned make provision for a 
chimney with 9" walls, other than the parts between the flues, 
and the flues themselves are to be 13" x 13" square. The 
ineide’of each flue is to be coated with cement plaster and 
flue lining. The Principal submitted the sketch of the chimney 
of the three flues, and you will notice that he indicates the 
flues which are to be 9" square. Our expert declares that 9" 
flues are much too small, being smaller than those used for

The total cost for materials delivered at Prince Albert 
would be $423.90. To this must be added say $900.00 for freight 
from Prince Albert to Lac la Ronge.- 


With regard to the cost of building, the Principal states 
that there is a competent brick-layer at Lac la Ronge, who, with 
the assistance of four laborers would build the chimney for $250.00. 
This would bring the total cost of building the chimney up to 
$1,573.90, and I shall be glad to have your authorization to have 
the work undertaken at once. The freighting season is getting 
shorter, and there is very little time to order the materials and 
have them put through before the break-up. The amount, at first 
sight, may appear to be quite large, but to my mind it is better 
to provide this school with the comfort and safety which the 
chimney will afford, rather than run the tisk of losing the whole 
school building and of endangering the lives of staff agents and 
pupils. An authorization by telegram to have the work undertaken 
at once will be greatly appreciated.

Dear Dr. MeGill:- 


With further reference to my telegram of March 29th, 
and your reply to the same on the same day re (1) the loss by 
fire of the Principal's residence at Lac la Ronge, (2) authority 
to spend a sum not exceeding $700.00 for a new chimney on the 
main school building, and (3) authority to close the school until 
a new chimney can be erected should the fire hazard be as great 
as stated in my telegram, I beg to submit the following information:- 


1. With be ay to the loss of the Principal's residence, I may 
state that in a letter received here yesterday from the Rev. 
Principal Fisher, he states that the fire was caused through sparks 
from the chimney lighting on the roof, but despite the best efforts 
of himself, the staff, and the neighbours to extinguish it, the 
pbuilding was completely destroyed. Some personal effects and 
equipment were saved, but no lives were lost. The Principal states 
that he will find accommodation in the main sehool building for the 
wane of this year, or until such time as a new residence has been 
provided. 


2. Immediately after receiving your telegram authorizing the 
pbuilding of a new chimney in the main school building, we telegraphed 
our freighting agent in Prince Albert to ascertain if he could 
deliver brieks, cement, ete., before the trail broke up, but have 
heard in reply that this is quite impossible. As it is also 
impossible to forward 2500 or 3000 bricks, cement, ete., during the 
summer months, our Commission will see that these are taken through 
at the beginning of next winter. In the meantime the Principal is 
being instructed to effect such repairs to the chimney as will 
enable it to be used without great risk until the new one can be 
puilt. Very little firing will be done during the summer months, 
and with the repairs it is hoped that the chimney may serve until 
the Spring of 1955, by which time the material can be sent in and 
the work of erecting a new one undertaken, I expect to visit this 
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school myself sometime this summer, and I will then give the matter 
my personal attention. 


3. The concern of our Commission over the question of fire hazard 
through defective chimneys, will be explained to you by the 
enclosed copy of a letter addressed to the Principals of all our 
schools on Sept. 24th, 1987. At that time your predecessor, Dr. 
Duncan C. Scott, addressed a circular letter to the Principals of 
Indian Residential Schools on Oct. 6th, 1927, the first paragraph 
of which reads as follows:- 


" The recent tragic fire at the Beauville School, resulting 
in a serious loss of life, prompts me to write concerning 
the necessity of constant care, if the fire hazard to 
life and property is to be minimized. If you are not 
satisfied with the present fire escape facilities at 
your school, I should be grateful if you would let the 
Department have a report." 


From that time onward our Commission has impressed upon the 
Principals of the schools under their control the vital necessity 
of providing every possible safeguard against an outbreak of 
fire, and the members feel strongly that they should not be held 
responsible for any accidents which may result from defective 
chimneys, or leek of adequate fire fighting equipment, especially 
after the Department had agreed with our Society to meet capital 
expenditure of this sort. 


From what I have stated in section 2 above, I am of the 
epinion that the school may tontinue to operate until the Spring 
of 1935, and I beg to thank you on behalf of our Commission, for 


the authority you have given to spend $700.00 in providing the 
second new chimney required. If we can have it built at an 
earlier date, we shall certainly do so, but on account of the 
freighting difficulties mentioned, I have strong doubt as to the 
possibility of our being able to accomplish this.

Dear Dr. MeGill:~ Re:- Lac la Ronge School 


In my letter of April 7th last, addressed to you in 
reply to your telegram of March 29th, I stated that I expected 
to visit our Lac la Ronge School this summer, when I would give 
my personal attention to the condition of the second chimney in 
the main school building. I have recently returned from a visit 
which lasted from May 26th until June lst, and am pleased to be 
able to report as follows:- 


1. That the new chimney which was built least year is of 
excellent workmanship, and will add greatly to the safety of the 
school. 


2. That the chief defect in the second chimney is in the part 
which appears above the roof. There is a small crack in the 
basement which can be closed with cement so as to render it 
serviceable during the coming winter. I authorized, at our 
Commission's expense, repairs to the top part of the chimney, 

and feel confident that, with care and vigilance this chimney may 
be made to serve through another winter, when the building of the 
second chimney you have authorized will be undertaken. We are 
fortunate in being able to secure locally the services of an 
expert mason for this work. 


3. As I did not consider the chimey in the laundry fully met 
the conditions of safety we desire, I authorized the building of 
another this summer. The cost of this improvement will also be 
met by our Commission. 


-GENERAL SURVEY- 


At the time of my visit the school had 98 pupils in 
residence, and a staff of 14 agents, exclusive of my daughter Miss 
D. Westgate, R.N., who is discharging the duties of school and 
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®.... nurse at that centre. All the pupils were in good health, 
with the exception of 3, who were suffering from tuberculosis, 
with varying prospects of recovery under treatment. As the school 
has no infirmary, and patients have to be kept in cots on the 
spacious verandahs of the main school building, it would be a great 
help to the Principal and his staff and the nurse if a small 

‘, detached building could be erected for the accommodation of such 

( eases. As the school could supply the lumber and put up the Guseert 
building if a grant of $200.00 were made for shingles, doors ¢ 
windows, nails, stove, eto., our Commission will be obliged ir you 
will kindly give this matter your own personal consideration. 


I found that fire drill was regularly practised, and when 
the alarm was sounded during my visit the school was fully cleared 
in three minutes. As a bent iron bar is made to serve as a fire 
alerm, and cannot be distinctly heard in the remoter parts of the 
Me prestry I feel strongly that an electric alarm system should be 

Ya. stalled with gongs on each floor, and beg to recommend that this 
important matter also be given your own persomal consideration. 


Adequate farming and gardening land is a serious problem 
at all our schools in the northern parts, and Lao la Ronge is no 
exception. Since my last visit three years ago, the school 
management, by great manual labour, had cleared and fenced two acres. 

i During my visit drills were made with hoes and mattocks and we 
‘{ planted" this area with oats and brome grass seed mixed. It would 
N be a great help if a — could be made by your Department to help 
4a the clearing of additional land, where oats and green feed could 
P grow, and we would be saved the heavy expense of having to supply 
Hr the same from Prince Albert.

In further reference to your letter of the 
19th ultimo, I beg to say that the Department is now 
in receipt of a letter from Mr. Agent Davie in 
connection with the furnaces at the Lac la Ronge 
Indien Residential School. Your letter of the 19th 
ultimo states that only minor repaire are required, 
and you also recommended that oo14 air intake pipes 
be supplied. 


In official letter of the 16th ultimo, the 
Department authorized an expenditure of $85 for the 
purchase of a new cylinder head and fuel pump for 
the engine, and in official letter of the 4th instant 
the sum of $200 was authorized for the erection of 
an infirmary. 


There are so many demands on our Appropriation 
that it is found, in addition to the expenditures 
already authorized at the Lac la Ronge School, the 
Department can only allow another $100. You may, 
therefore, decide what you coneider is the most 
necessary at this school at the present time and 
arrange for supplying same, provided its cost does 
not exceed $100.

When I visited our Lac la Ronge School in June of last 
year, my attention was lirected to difficulties which had arisen 
in connection with the water supply for the main school build- 
ing. The supply which is drawn from a well, and not from the 
lake, frequently comes out of the pipes a reddish colour. It 
was also found that the water was seriously affecting the whole 
piping system. Arrangements were made to have a sample ofthe 
water analyzed, and enclosed herewith you will fina-tie result 
of the analysis as forwarded to the Rev; -Prineipal Fisher by 
the Provincial Analyst in the Province of Saskatchewan. 


In his covering letter to me the Rev. Principal Fisher 
states that the school management have done all they possibly 
can to overcome the trouble, but without avail. He recommends 
the installation of a water softener, and so far as our 
Commission can see, the only way in which the situation can be 
remedied is to provide the school with a water softening process, 
or to arrange for the school's supply of water to be drawn from 
the lake instead of from the well. As the latter process would 
probably be much more expensive than the other, our Com ission 
would recommend that 4 water softenér be supplied. 


Your careful and sympathetic consideration of this 
important matter will be greatly appreciated by our Commission.

Dear Sir:- 


Some time ago I received the copy of the letter re- 
ceived by you from the Indian Department with reference to the 
puilding the new residence at this school, and I note that plans and 
specifications will be prepared after it is known whether funds 
will be available for this purpose. 


Ae this will probably be after March 3lst. before this 
will be known, I would suggest that it will be too late then to begin 
to send to Lac la Ronge the materials necessary to build during 
the coming summer, therefore I am enclosing a list of the materials 
which I think will be needed. I have based my estimates on the 
plan submitted to you for consideration. Of course, you could 
have my figures checked over by an expert. 


You will notice that I am asking for wallboard for 
the lining of the house throughoét. I have done this after very 
careful consideration, and for the following reason. In the old house 
we were always having trouble with the plaster falling: and I would 
suggest that the pest finish will be wallboard put on over 4 
sheathing of half-inch lumber. While possibly it will cost more 
to ship in the wallboard than lime, the difference in the cost will 
be more than made up in the saving of time, and by the fact that 
Hastings and I can do the work, whereas if we plaster it will be 
necessary to employ an expert plasterer. The joints would be 
covered with wallboard tape, and the whole finally papered. I hope 
you will agree to this proposal. 


I am also submitting 4 list of the materials required 
for building the residence chimney. Mr. Vander&raft's estimate for 
building the school chimney calls for 2600 bricks, and the residence 
main chimney 1950 bricks. In addition 300 bricks will be required 
for the kitchen chimney. Therefore 1300 more bricks will be needed 
over and above the 3600 already orderede 
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With regard to the furnace I have merely indicated 
the items required, I would ask that an expert be asked to check 
over these items, and say just what will be required. If you 
require a copy of the plan already submitted, and will let me know 
over CFQC, Saskatoon, I will forward one on Wednesday next. 


An additional amount of lime and cement will be 
needed for building the basement wall, put before asking for any 
definite amount, I would like to consult Mr. Vanderkraft again on 
this matter, and as soon as I have done this I will write to you 
again. 


I would also call attention to the item: 2500 ft. of 
fir flooring. I am asking for this because we cannot make really 
good flooring at the school mill, and I feel sure it will pay in 
the long run to put down good floors. 


I would also like to call attention to the fact that 
if the materyiele are supplied, Mr. Hastings and I will be able to 
take care of the carpenter work and it will be unnecessary to 
engage any outside labout save for the building of the basement 
wall and chimneys, and possibly to install the furnaces. 


There are two books on page 294 of Eaton's Catalogue, 
which while they are not absolutely necessary, would be of great 
help to us in building. I shall be glad if you wili send me by 
mail booke #712-R188 and R189.

Westgate suggests the best course to take in arranging for the 
purchase and obtaining the quantities and sizes of the various 
materials would be to authorize the Principal to come out to 
Prince Albert and Saskatoon to select them, himself, and 
arrange for their freighting to the school. 


I would request your authority to incur the expend- 
iture for the purchase of the building materials - it being 
understood, however, that payment of the accounts would not 
be made until the Appropriation for the coming fiscal year is 
available. I ouer, also, that you will advise if it will 
be satisfactory for the Principal or Dr. Westgate to arrange 
for the purchase. They would be instructed to obtain item zed 
accounts, covering the cost. They will be given the names of 
firme on the approved list from whom to make purchase. If 
the materials are to be forwarded this winter, by sleigh, 
from Prince Albert to the school - a distance of approximately 
300 miles - it is necessary that early arrangements be made. 


I may say that the greater part of the labour in 
the erection of the building will be carried out by the school 
authorities, without expense to the Department. The total 


cost of the building materials which the school authorities 
request be purchased and forwarded this winter will be 


approximately $1,100.

This is built of lumber, three storeys high 
very narrow halls and in my opinion a regular fire trap. The 
chimneys are of brick and in very good shape, furnaces were 
repaired and are in better shape than at my last inspection. 
Building is generally in poor condition having been built 
from green lumber and in such a shape if a fire did break out, 
I doubt if everyone would get out safely. The exists are 
down three brass poles. Children have to make an exit from 
the roof of verandeh of third floor, then down to second 
verandah and then to the ground floom Only apiece of 
iron is hanging in the hall to raise alarm and a bolt there 
to hit it with which can very easily be misplaced and not 
there wehn wanted. I am doubtful if alarm could be heard by 
children sleeping or the staff and certainly could not be 
heard in rear of building. I would recommend that an electric 
system be installed and a weekly fire drill instituted. 

Engine room adjoins main building which is at end of laundry, 
this is also a lumber building and certainly not fire proof, 
a certain amount of oil having soaked into floors. 


Mr, Fisher drew my attention to the engine and 
lighting system. A new set of batteries will have to be 
supplied, sixteen large batteries are in use and a request 
was made that thirty-two be furnished in omer to give better 
service. Type = our capacity, 280 a.h. date H i. 
Engine is just about worn out needs 4 new cylinder and piston, 
this is a 10 horse power Z type engine No. 568204 Fairbanks 
Morse. I also noticed fire box in oven was burnt out and will 

take about $25.00 to replace, lining in bricks in cook stove 
are worn out. Window screens are also in bad shape and will 
take about $50.00 to replace. Building is in need of decorating 
inside and out. 


The school is well managed by “r. Fisher and he 
feels he is doing good work amongst Indians. However, in my 
opinion this school should be closed as it is very little use 
educating them when they have no way of making a living other 
than trapping which they are unable to do when they are dis- 
charged. There is no way of teaching farming as there is no 

suitable land and the whole thing appears to me to be a waste 
of good money.

The Appropriation for Indien Education for the 
current fiscal year provides the sum of $800.00 towards 
the cost of supplying batteries for the agp ys 
and also a new ¢@ to operate the lighting plant at 
the Lac la Ronge Indian Residential School. Mr. R. S. 
Davis, Indian Agent, Leask, Sask., who visited the school 
dur ing bi eS get etates that the Principal drew his 
attention to need of the above equipment. The Agent 
etates the present equipment consists of 16 large batteries 
and that a request was made by the Principal that 32 be 
furnished, in order to give better service. He says the 
type required ie B0GO-13 8 hour capacity, 280 a-h. The 
10 h. p. Fairbanks "Zz" type engine is worn out and needs 
a new cylinder and piston. 


Owing to the difficulty in having the engine sent 
to Prince Albert or some other ay for repairs, it is 
considered that it would be better to supply a new engine. 


I shall be pleased if you will take up these 
mattere with the Principal and advise the Dep nt defin- 
itely as to the e full particulars regarding the 
batteries. You should eters aleo, if you would recommend 


that a new engine be supplied or that the present one be 
repaired. If a new engine is recommended, the h. p. and 
type should be stated. Please atate, also, when you would 
advise that this equipment be forwarded to the school. 


Besides the above, there is an item of $800.00 
in the Estimates, to carry out repairs and interior painting. 
I shall be pleased if you will ascertain from the Principal 
the repairs absolute necessary at the present time and 
what interior decorating he requires. If possible, an 
estimate should be ~“ of the cost of the materials and 
any outeide labour it is necessary to employ.

Lac La Ronge Residential School:- 


I inspected the school and found the children in fair 
health. This school in my opinion is overcrowded. for instance 
classroom grades 1-3, is 20 x 30 with a ten foot wall, containing 
74 desks, there is an average of 63 pupils in the room, and it is 
not possible to open windows as children are packed right up 
against them. Light is very poor, two windows to east and two 
to south. Absolutely no ventilation, and air in room is terrible - 
very unhealthy. 


Grades 4-8, room is 24 x 35, walls 10'. Average 50 
pupils. This room has five windows, and no ventilation as windows 
cannot be opened on account of children sitting so close to same. 


I consider some system of ventilation should be installed, 
or another classroom built. Laundry and engine room could be con- 
verted into a classroom and laundry and engine room constructed 
away from the main building. 


Blackboards are in very poor condition in room grades 
1-3, this would require a new board 22' x 3%'. 


Infirmary 


A year ago $200.00 was allowed to build an infirmary 
onto school building. This has been erected about 200 yards from 
the school. This building 28 x 16 - 9' walls, solid brick chimney 
from ground up, and would consider value of this building to be 
around $700.00, partly paid out of school funds. it will take 
$200.00 to complete this building as it will need wall-board inside, 
and siding outside. 


Principal's Residence 


Rev. G. W. Fisher is now residing in new building which 
was constructed last year. As not enough funds were available this 
house was not completed. Only one room is completed up-stairs, all 
downstairs is completed. It will take $500.00 to complete resi- 
dence. 


General 


This school is very well managed. The building is old 
and nothing more than a fire trap. Some system of fire alarm 
should be installed, as ome in use is no good, and if fire should 
break out during nighé I am sure some lives would be lost.

Last summer I reported that certain work should 
be done and never heard anything about it until Mr. 
Pisher last month advised me that he head $1,600.00 
to spend, at the time of my visit nothing had been 
done. I have no means whereby 1 can ascertain if said 
money will be expended as allowed by the Department 
or other work substituted on the school in question. 
I believe an Agent should be more enlightened of what 
goes on at these schools and if some small system of 
book-keeping could be established showing appropriations 
and expenditures it would be better for all concerned, 
as it is now everything is done through Winnipeg and an 
Agent just mopes around in the dark.

School Boarding. 


This building is an old frame building, which was built 
of green lumber, is very poorly planned, and is nothing less 
of a fire trap. Three fires have occurred since my last visit 
January 1936, which were gotten under control. 


One occurred in January in the kitchen, which did no damage, 


The second started on the roof and attic floor, and if this 
had not been discovered in time no doubt the building would have 


been completely destroyed. 


The third started in the wall between the play room on the 
girls side of the building, burning a portion of the wall between 
the play and class room. This was caused from the new chimney that 
was built last year. This work was done by the Commission with 
instructions direct from the Department. In my opinion this chimney 
should not be used, as it will in all probability start another fire, 
and if it occurred during the night I feel sure lives would be lost. 


The fire-alarm system consists of an iron bar and bolt and cannot 
be heard in all parts of the building. I had the fire~-hose tested 
and found in good condition. If a fire should start in the basement 
it would not be long before water supply would be cut off as engine 
is located there, 


Fire-drill was held and it took the children seven minutes to 
vacate, but if a fire started with everyone excited they would not 
get the children out in anything like this time. If the Department 
had some form of instructions to be followed in fire-drill, such as 
@ check on children when they got out and what should be done by 
different members, would be of great help. If an experienced Fire 
Chief could visit some of these Boarding Schools and make recomnend- 
ations to be followed, it would bear some weicht and help officials 
when checking these schools, Most of the staffs are not level headed, 
if they were would not be holding down the positions they do. 


The childrens’ food consist of fish, bread and lard, three times 
@ day; once or twice a week they get peanut butter for supper, also 
some oatmeal is added for breakfast. 


School draws its pupils from Stanley, Lac-la-Ronge and Montreal 
Lake, In my opinion they should not be allowed to taxe pupils from 
Montreal Lake, as we have a good day school there, and only makes the 
cost of education out of all reason.

currence of this sort of thing our Commission are consider- 
ing the possibility or having the School covered with metal 
shingles, After they have secured comparative prices on the 
different kinds of non~inflemmable roo ing, I may write to 
you again in the matter. In the meantime I wish to assure 
you that our Commission and the School management will eon- 
tinue to do everything possible to eliminate fire hazards at 
this institution, 
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«@ 


While writing on this subject, I desire to lay before 
you the urgent need of an oe fire alarm system for 
this School. This need is set forth’ in the following exe 
tract from a letter from the Principal, dated June 2, 1936: 


“In connection with our fire alarm system, I would like 
to say it is an understood thing in the community at 
large, that the eontinuous ringing of the school bell 
is a call for assistance, On Monday our alarm failed to 
eall anyone, and for the following reasons. First, the 
bell began to gong at the usual "first bell" hour of 
8.45. Secondly, in the anxiety to ring the bell as 
loudly as possible, the bell was terns over, and so 
could not be rung properly. I would like to suggest 
that the Commission urge upon the Indian Department the 
necessity of providing us with an adequate fire alarm 
system both inside and outside of the building. For 
outside use, I would suggest a siren whistle. I believe 
these can be obtained to be operated by a hand crank, 

Two years ago I called the attention of the Indian Agent 
to the need for a better alarm system withinithe building, 
and he promised to take up the matter with the Depart- 
ment, but so far, the Department has done nothing. It is 
my intention te speak to the Indian Agent again, when he 
visits the school on June 19th, 


In conclusion’ I would like to say that the fire was not 
caused by anyone's neglect, The chimneys have been regularly 
swept. Mr. Courtney has been very careful in this matter, 
and we have had no’ chimney fires," 


It will be appreciated if your Department will give this 
very important matter immediate attention, and instruct your 
representative, Mr. Indian Agent Davis, to supply this School 
with suitable fire alarm systems for both inside and outside 
use,

Dear Sir:- 


With further reference to your letter of the 23rd 
ulte, Noe 132-2-5, and my reply to the same on the 6th inst. 
I beg to state that I referred to the Principal of our Lac 
la Ronge School the reference made by Mr. Indian Agent Davis 
to the new chimney which was built last year, and the follow- 
ing is an egtract from the Principal's reply on the 18th inst.; 


"I have already done all I can to make the chimney 
safe. Since Mr. Davis reported it unsafe, I have written 
to him asking him to tell me just wherein he thinks it is 
unsafe, so that I may tmow just what to do more than I 
have already done. The only defect I could find, was that 
the wood-work of the ground floor of the school was built 
into the chitmey, and this has been remedied," 


In the light of the information set forth in the above 
extract, I think you may be assured that the matter in question 
is receiving careful attention, 


As a means of further eliminating the fire hazard at 
this school our Vommission are keenly desiwous of having the 
wooden shingles replaced by metal ones. In my letter of the 6th 
inst. I stated that we were securing comparative prices, and . 
those received from the T. Eaton Company, Winnipeg, are as follows; 


# 1-B oc Cedar XXX Shingles $ 4.75 per M 
# 2 " " n a 3.65 " M 
Metal Shingles for 44 sheets - 10.70 


1-M Cedar Shingles will cover 100 square feet 44 inches 
to the weather, 
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44 Sheets Metal ditto will cover the same surface, 


The quotation for Cedar Shingles is for IMMEDIATE 
ACCEPTANCE - they vary almost from day to day, 


August 6th - 1936 


I cannot give you the exact area of the roof to be 
covered, but estimate that it would be about 8,400 feet. The 
cost of metal shingles to cover such an area would be approxi- 
mately $900.00 apart from transportation charges. As it is not 
possible for our Vommission or for the school management to meet 
this expenditure out of the amount sanctioned in your official 
letter of May lst, I cannot see any prospect of having a metal 
roof provided until funds are made available for this purpose 
by your Department. 


4s the metal shingles could not be sent through before 
the winter trail opens, I would earnestly request that authority 
be given to our Commission to purchase the shingles and send them 
through before the winter trail closes, the cost to be met out of 
your appropriation for the fiscal year 193738, Such an arrange} 
ment would enable ug to remove, so far as is possible, one of the 
greatest fire hazards at a school where wood fuel is used, 


Your sympathetic consideration of this important matter 
will be highly appreciated,

With regard to the information requested in your 
letter of the 8th ulto., No. 132-2-5, in eonnexion with the 
repairs and materials authorized at our Lac la Ronge School, 

I beg to state that this work has not been completed, and can- 
not be completed until we are able to send through the materials 
required when the winter trail opens. Your letter inform 

ing us of the grant available was dated May 1, 1936, and as 

last winter's freighting season closed about the end of March, 
most of the materials required could not be sent forward 

until the winter trail again opened, 


For your information I may say that the School manage- 
ment did all they could in the way of painting during the 
summer holidays, and in effecting minor repairs. Certified 
bills in this connexion have come to hand, but the major re- 
pairs yet remain to be done. These are receiving our careful 
attention. The largest and most important of them is that of 
providing the main school building with @ metal roof. The 
Principal has recommended that galvanized iron be used, and 
we are now awaiting a list of quantities and exact measure- 
ments before placing an order for the same, 


To our Commission it is a matter of first rate im- 
portance that this School which burns wood fuel should be 
provided with a roof of non-inflammable material, but I am con- 
vinced in my own mind that it cannot be provided out of the 
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grant of $1,525.00 which you have sanctioned, 
4S soon as we have secured the information requested, 


with regard to quantities and measurements, and are able 


to Ay an estimate of the cost plus transportation charges, 
I will write to you again in the matter,

It is noted that the work author- 
ized cannot be completed until the materials can be sent 
forwerd by winter freight. The Department would be pleased 
to receive itemized accounts, in te en een cert- 
ified, for any expenditure incurred in work that has been 
completed and in the purchase of materiale to go forward by 
winter freight. These accounts should be forwarded in time 
to reach Ottawa before our books for the fiseal year close, 
at the end of March, next. 


Regarding the materials for the shingling of the 
roof, I would say that the Department included, in the 
Estimates for the coming fiscal year, the sum of $1,000.00 
for the shingling of the roog with metal shingles. It will 
therefore, not be necessary to incur the expenditure of $650. 


for material and freight in repairing the roof, as authorized 
in official letter of the firet of May, last. This work can 
be paid out of the coming year's appropriation. The purchase 
of the material, however, should be made in time to ge for- 
ward by the coming winter's freicht. If you arrange for the 
purchase in Winnipeg, which, it is presumed, would be the best 
source of eupply I would request that you consult Mr. 
Inspector Hamilton, regarding the firms from whom prices 
should be obtained.

The Commission had been paying 3.00 per 100 lbs. for theirs) 
and they therefore took up the matter with their freighter. ‘The result 
was that a rate of $2.60 per 100 lbs. was arrenged for 1936 with our 
Indian freighter. It was pointed out that a lower price would be 
quoted for 4 contract for 150 tons than for one of 50 tons, which is 
the School's estimate. 


It is true that the Hudson's Bay Companys having eliminated 


Revillon Freres were able to make a contract for 75 per 100 lbs. 
for 1936, but evidently the contractor lost money on the deal, as the 
rate for 1937 has been advanced to $2.25 per 100 lbs. 


For many years, the Commission have given their freight 
contract to We A. Bear, ln order to help him out. He is an Indian 
and has always taken @ keen interest in the School. In.a letter 
written by him to the Commission in August, 1935, he aske: "So do 
you think $2.60 per hundred be 0-X.?

| We have received certain information that there is 
eighty feet of 2" pipe at Lac La Ronge belonging to District 


No. 10 of the Military Dept. 


If this iffformation is correct, would it be possible 
to have this pipe transferred to the Indian Department for 
use at the Lac La Ronge Indian Boarding School. As you are 
aware the water supply at this school is very poor and we 
have the authority, H. 0. 132-2-5, May 14th 1937, to dig a 
well at this point. In order to get the pipe necessary for 
this well it would be necessary to have them freighted in 
to Lac La Ronge by airplane, as this is the only means of 
summer transportation to this point. The cost of such 
freighting is prohibitive. Therefore the only alternative 
we have, if the well is to be completed this year,is to 
attempt to secure the pipe,as mentioned above, if at all 
possible. This well should certainly be completed as soon 
as possible as the present water supply at this School is 
almost depleted. 


If the transfer of the pipe, as mentioned above, is 
possible we would be obliged if you would notify Rev. G. W. 
Fisher at Lac La Ronge School direct as the need for action 
is urgent and this would save several days in notifying

Dear Sir: 


With reference to your letter of May 2nd, file 
132-2-5, in regard to the sewage system at the Lac La 
Ronge Indian Residential School; I have inspected this 
system a number of times and have found that,owing to 
the formation of the ground in the locality of the school, 
I feel,that it will be very difficult to ever make a sewage 
system work satisfactorily unless the first tank is sealed 
so that the overflow would not run into the second disposal 
tank which is about 100 yards away. 


The formation of the land around the buildings is of 
rock and all the earth, or most of it, has been hauled for 
the garden. 


Mr. Fisher suggested that another sceptic tank be 
built back in the muskeg, with an approximate cost of $2000.00, 
but I am of the opinion that the muskeg will also become 
polluted and the same condition will occur within a year or 
so and consequently the money would be wasted. 


I am enclosing herwwith a rough sketch of the locations 
of the buildings and the tanks. I have marked thereon, in red 
ink, the ground that I believe has become over soaked. Perhaps 
this circle is a little large but it will give you some idea 
of the conditions. I have also marked, in red ink, the outlet 
on the first tenk that, in my opinion, should be sealed. 


I have discussed the matter with Mr. Dempster, the 
Engineer at the P.A.National Park, and he céuld see no other 
solution and advised me to take the matter up with you and 
have you refer it to the Engineering branch in Ottawa. If this 
proposal is adopted, it would be necessary to supply them with 
a tank in order to haul this refuse away from the school to 
a distance of about two miles from the buildings. A pump would 
also be required to pump out the first tank. The school have an 
engine that would be suitable for use on the pump.

| where a system could be built that will look after the 
requirements of an institution of this size owing to the 
location of the school. ‘The school is built on land that is 
of heavy rock formation and is about 15 feet above the level 
of the lake. As near as I can see the outlet previously ran 
into the lake but the lake level is now low and this overflow 
runs on top of the ground and is causing a very bad smell with 
a tendencey to cause fever. ‘The people of the village object 
to this and also object very strongly to us running it into 


the lake as this is the water supply for the whole settlement. 
Nothing was said about the disposal going into the lake in 
years gone by as no one knew anything about it at that time. 

T am enclosing a blue print of the system so that you will be 
able to have the engineering branch look it over and see just 


what can be done. 


I, previously recommended that this sewage be 
hauled away in a tank but on seeing the large amount of water 
that goes through this system, I believe that it would be 
impossible to do this unless a couple of men with tanks did 
mothing else.

Improvement could be made in the laundry as very 
little care is taken in the manner in which the children's 
clothes are washed.

Although as we advised in our memorandum of the 
5th instant, it was understood that Mr. Dempster probably 
would not be able to make an inspection at the above school 
until later this fall, we are now in receipt of a letter 
from him advising that he made a hurried trip by plane to 
Lac la Ronge on Thursday, the 3rd instant. Owing, however, 
to freezing conditions and the fact that ths lakes might 
freeze overnight, he was only able to spend a portion of 
one day on making an inspection. For your information the 
following is quoted from Mr. Dempster's letter: 


"I found that at present water was being pumped 
from eae well, which, as near as I could make out, was 
being fed partially from the lake and partially from 
@ small spring. Whereas there used to be from twelve 
to fourteen feet of water in this well, there is now 
only 4@ feet; hence on wash days they cannot pump suf- 
ficient water for their needs. 


"as I see it, the only solution is to sink a 
new well closer to the lake and instal a pipe line 
out into the lake. I do not believe water will filter 
through the soil. It is necessary for me to go back 
and spend from three to four days going over and sound- 
ing the shore area for the water system and also going 
into the matter of sewage disposal. I will do this as 
soon as the in-between season is over. In the mean- 
time I arranged with the mechanic in charge of their 
water system that, in the event of the well going dry, 
he could hook up a typhoon pump of capacity 2500 gal- 
lons per hour to a gasoline driven unit and pump from 
the lake into the well as the occasion demands. They 
were fortunate in having two pumps, one for the water 
system from the well and a spare pump. This spare pump 
could be enclosed in a small shelter right on the ice 
and, providing the suction and discharge lines, as well 
as the pump itself, were drained after using, no diffi- 
culty should be encountered in pumping even in the cold 
weather. 


"In the short time I was there I gathered that 
the installation of a well with a pipe line would be an 
extremely costly proposition as it will be necessary to 
go out approximately 500 feet in the lake to obtain any 
depth of water, n—thewmeameeme, however, I do not be- 
lieve in the meantime any difficulty will be experienced

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in supplying the school with water and upon my next 
visit I will obtein detailed information and prepare 
cost reports on both the water system and the sewage 


system." 


From the above it will be noted that Mr. Demp-~ 
ster cannot make a full report or definite recommendation 
until he has had an opportunity of spending more time in- 
vestigating actual conditions at this school. However, 
it will be noted that apparently Mr. Dempster made suf~ 
ficient arrangements with the mechanic in charge of the 
water system to assure that the school will be supplied 
with water for the present and possibly even for the 
whole winter and, therefore, it would not appesr that 
any action is necessary until Mr. Dempster has had an 
opportunity of making another visit to Lac la Ronge and 
obtaining sufficient information upon which to base & 
full recommendation and cost estimate.

Memorandum for file: 


Rev. C. F. Hives, Principal of Shingwauk Home, 
and who was Principal of the Lac la Ronge Indian 
Residential School until 1929, visited the Department 
today and I discussed with him the difficulties that 
we are experiencing at Lac la Ronge. He gave me the 
following information: 


1. Mr. Hives states that there are very good pole 

fire escapes on the front of the Lac la Ronge school. 

He claims that the dormitory doors open directly on 

the upper verandah at either end of which brass poles 
lead to the ground. He further stated that when he 

was Principal it was found possible to empty the building 
within two minutes. 


2. While he was Principal he installed a septic tank 
which he states worked perfectly. There was only a 
very small discharge from this tank. It should, of 
course, be cleaned out at regular intervals. Possibly 
this has not been done. 


3. Vith regard to the water Mr. Hives felt that it 
would be inadvisable to attempt to run 500 feet of 
pipe into the lake. It would probably be a constant 
source of trouble. He believed that if more water 
was required it could be more easily obtained by 


drilling a well. ¥P

With reference to the above project, we are in 
receipt of a letter from Mr. Dempster in which he sug~ 
gests that if it is at all possible to have a fire-pump 
and approximately 300 feet of canvas hose loaned to the 
School, water could be pumped from the Lake into the 
well on wash days or in case of fire. This in Mr. 
Dempster's opinion would alleviate the situation for 
the time being until a new water system could be put 
into effect. 


Mr. Dempster further suggests that the 
Principal of the School should be advised to send in 
water semplee for analyses as often as possible and it 
may be even necessary to treat the water to ensure safe 
drinking. In connection with thie latter point, how- 
ever, Mr. Dempeter states that the treating of the 
water will be difficult with the present system, but 
that in the proposed new system provision would heave 
to be made for chlorination. 


We, of course, have no fire pumps or hose in 
this vicinity, but possibly the Indian Affairs Depart- 
ment could make some arrangement in this connection. 


It is suggested that instructions to the 
Principal of the Sehool with reference to teking samples 
of the water, as well ae possible chlorination, could be 
issued by the medical service of the Indian Affairs 
Branch.

With reference to the water supply 
and sewage disposal systems at the Lac Le Ronge 
Indian Residential Schools, attached hereto are 
copies of a report, in duplicate, and plans submitted 
by Mr. Lazorka. 


The suggested alterations to the water 
supply appear to be adequate and comprise a 4 inch 
connection from the lake to the present well, construction 
of a pump house and removal of the present pumping unit 
from the school to the new pump house and the install- 
ation of a chlorinati unit. The estimated cost of these 
improvements is about ,700.00. However, these alter- 
ations will have to stand over until next season as equip- 
ment to excavate the trench in the lake bottom will not be 
available until then and it is not clear that funds have 
been provided in this year's vote. No water shortage 
should occur next winter as the school has been authorized 
to retain the fire pump and hose loaned by the National 
Parks Bureau until next spring. 


The sewage disposal scheme has been dis- 
cussed with the engineers of the Health Department who 
made certain suggestions including the elimination to the 
screen chamber as being unnecessary, substitution of one 
4 inch syphon for the two 3 inch syphons shown on the 
plen and a reduction in the size of the septic tank, to- 
gether with the use of reinforced instead of plain concrete. 
These suggestions will be taken up with Mr. Lazorka and 
if adopted will result in some reduction in the cost which 
was estimated to be about $5,800.00. 


Kitchen and leundry waste will be disposed 
of through a drain to a swamp lying north of the school 
at an estimated cost of about $1,600.00. 


These projects will also have to stand over 
until funds have been provided for their construction.

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The above school was visited on July 
7th-10th and an inspection carried out together 
with the necessary surveys. I have prepared plans, 
compiled from information obtained, and am enclos- 
ing blueprints of these in conjunction with this 
report. The condition of the water supply and 
sewage Sa systems, at the time of my visit 
are summarized below: 


P. WA 


Generel: 


Water is pumped from a well lovated 188 
feet away from the school by a Fairbanks Morse, 
2,500 g.p-h. self-piling typhoon pump, driven by a 
3 H.P. Fairbanks Morse gasoline engine. The pump- 
ing unit is located in the basement of the school. 
Water is pumped into two pressure tanks, each of 
approximately 660 gallons capacity, to a maximum 
pressure of 60 pounds per square inch, from where it 
is distributed throughout the school. 


Souree of Supply: 


The supply well is 16 feet deep, dug to 
solid rock. At the time of inspection there was 
10 feet of water in the well. From levels obtained, 
the water level in the well was 3 feet above the 
Lake level, the latter being 83 feet away. In view 
of this fact it is evident that the source of supply 
is from springs and underground flow and not by in- 
filtration from the Lake. 


I was informed that the supply was adequate 
this year, during the summer months, but that there 
was a shortage during winter months, as experienced 
in the past, due to the drop of water level in the 
well. The demand is far more important during the 
winter months, as the water consumption is greatest 
then, being 2,500 gallons daily on wesh days; and the 
fire-hazerd being at the maximum. The school, when 
ocoupied during fall, winter and spring has 125 
occupants. 


From the above observations it is im- 
perative that the leke be considered as a source 
of water supply, and proper water works constructed 
to bring water from the lake into the well, to assure 
an adequate supply et all times. A proposed scheme 
will be dealt with, in detail, later. 


Quelti¢y--- 
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Quality of Water Supply, 


I was informed by the principal of the 
school, Reverend G. W. Fisher that several samples 
of water were sent in for analysis, in 1938; but 
copies of these reports could not be located at 
the time. I asked him to have samples again taken 
this year, and supply me with copies. I have re- 
ceived these and am atteohing copies, hereto. 

The s le from the well shows no B. Coli con- 
tamination, whereas the two semples of lake water 
show contemination,. 


Even though, the sample from the well 
shows no B. Coli contemination, as per attached 
report, I was advised by Reverend Fisher that last 
year contamination had been reported. 


Probable Source of Contamination. 


In view of the fact that the sewage flow- 
ing out of the Septic Tank follows a rock filled 
ditch, as shall be dealt with in more detail later, 
on the sewer system no doubt some of it seeps down 
and may be carried by underground flow into the 
well. Due to this fact, therefore, that there is 
@ possibility of the water supply becoming con- 
taminated by underground flow, or when the lake 
water is used for an additional supply, which 
shows contamination along the shore, even some 
distance aay from the present sewer outfall, I 
would recommend installing a chlorinator for the 
purpose of treating the water supply. 


FRESENT SEWER SYSTEM. 


The sewage from the school and the prin- 
cipals residence is discharged into a septie tank, 
12 feet x 9 feet x 1l feet deep. This tank is 
divided into two compartments 6 feet long, each; one 
being a syphon chamber. The sewage is discharged 
from the syphon chamber into a pipe line, towards 
the lake. I was informed that only four lengths of 
soil pipe were laid leading out of the septic tank 
and the remainder of the discharge line into the 

eh wooden box laid in a rock filled 
The wood box pipe has now rotted and the rock 
filled ditoh serves the purpose of carrying away the 
effluent into the lake. 


A separate 4 inch discharge line from the 
leundry and kitchen was originally constructed, 
youee the roek filled ditch carrying the sewage, 
some stance down towards the lake. However this 
line became blocked in October, 1937, and the laundry 
and kitchen wastes were diverted into the sewer pipe, 
in the school basement, and passed through the septic 
tank, together with the sewage. This is still being 
done, at present. 


This----. 
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This however, is a poor arrangement, as 
the laundry wastes should not be admitted into the 
septic tank. Furthermore this tank is located too 
high, and also due to its inadequate size, does not 
permit a long enough retention period for the sewage. 
The sewage is therefore discharged out of the 
septic tank, shortly after entering it. 


In order to improve the sewage system, the 
present septic tank will have to be abandoned, and 
a new one together with a disposal field constructed. 


PR : 


At present the pumpi unit is located in 
the basement of the school. This arrangement is 
very poor, as in case of a fire there would be no 
access to the pump. Furthermore this pumping unit 
being gasoline driven, and gasoline kept in a drum 
in the basement of this sohool increases the fire 
hazerd. I would therefore recommend building a 
pump house over the present well, and moving the 
pumping unit to this location. In case of a fire, 
the pump could be operated as necessary to keep 
the pressure up in the pipelines for fire protection, 


Since the water supply is not adequate 
at certain times of the yeer, as was pointed out, a 
pipeline will have to be laid into the lake, as 
shown on the enclosed plan, to ensure sufficient 
water at all times. 


I wish to point out at this stage, that 
the laying of the pipeline into the lake may pre- 
sent a problem. Since the lake bottom and the 
shoreline is underlain with huge rocks, driving a 
oofferdam, in order to excavate deep enough for the 
pipeline, is out of the question. I believe ex~ 
cavation between the well to reasonably close to 
the shoreline may be done by ordinary methods. 
However from there to stn. 4 plus 00 as shown on 
the plan would have to be excavated by a dragline. 


A dyagline, owned by the Brooks Con- 
struction Company, Prince Albert, is now being 
used on the new road construction from Montreal 
Lake to Lac La Ronge. This dragline however, 
would not be available much earlier than the fall 
of 1940, as by the present progress made on this 
road, it does not appear that the Lac La Ronge end 
would be reached till then.

Dear Sir:- 


As you are aware, several times during the past three 
years the matter of providing a constant and adequate supply 
of water for this school has been taken up with the Indian 
Department, and so far, nothing definite has been done in the 
matter. 


While for most of the year our well has given us enough 
for our daily needs, for several months each winter since March 
1937, we have had difficulty in obtaining sufficient water, par- 
ticularly on wash-days. It also means we have no reserve for fire 
protection. Yor the past month we have been working under such 
conditions. To-day I had to have the boys carry water from the 
lake ia order to wash the dishes after the noon-day meal, 


It is true that the Department made arrangements with 
the Dominion Parks Branch to loan an engine and pump, (of the 
fire-fighting type) so that we might pump water from the lake 
into the well, but we cannot use it in sub-zero weather. 


Mr. Indian Agent Davis was here several weeks ago, and 
I reported the matter to him, and he promised to ask the Depart- 
ment to supply sufficient 2" pipe to carry a suggestion by which 
we could use our spare pump for pumping water from the lake into 
the well. So far, I have had no further word from him, 


Last July, Mr. Lazorka, an engineer sent in by the Depert- 
ment, made se complete survey of our sewage and water systems, and 
of course, meported to the Department, I am wondering whether 
it is the intention of the Department to do anything to remedy the 
situation during the coming summer? 
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Without financial backing from the Department, I feel 
it is impossible for us to do very much. In 1937, the 
sum of 50.00 was ne us for deepening the well. We 
aid the best we could, and were able to go down several 
feet deeper, but further SLegine was impossible when we 
reached bed rock. We tried dynamiting but without any 


suceess. Do you think it would be possible to persuade 
the Department to send in a well-boring outfit, and either 
deepen our present well, or give us an entirely new one? 


I shall be glad if you will write to the Department 
regarding this matter, 80 that we may know whether we 
may expect anything to be done during the coming summer.

I note that Rev. Mr. Fisher refers in his 
communication to pipe that he requires. In this re- 
gard I may say that Indian Agent Davis was authorized 
on February 24 to purchase and ship to the school 
300 feet of 2 ineh pipe, also drain lock, valve, 
pipes and elbows. 


An engineer of the Surveys & Engineering Branch 
visited the school in September, 1959, and est ted 
that the cost of a new water system, a new sewage 
system and a drain from the leawndry and kitchen would 
cost approximately $9000.00. It is impossible to 
consider providing this amount of money in the current 
year's appropriation and at the present time I am 
unable to state when funds will be available for the 
extensive improvements that the engineer considered 
might be provided.

You will recall that, last summer, we 
arranged for the loan of fire pump and hose from Prince 
Albert National Park to the above school in connection 
with an emergency water supply. By arrangement with the 
Lands, Parks and Forests Branch the loan of this equipment 
was extended over the winter months. ‘Towards the end of 
April last, in view of the serious forest fire hazard in 
Prince Albert National Park, this equipment was recalled. 


On the receipt of the equipment by the 
Park Superintendent, he reported that it was in very poor 
condition and that considerable repairs were necessary 
before it could bg operated. When the pump was loaned 
early the summer y 1939, it was on the understanding that 
it would be returned in first class condition. 


The National Parks Bureau have now had the 
pump repaired and have submitted two accounts covering 
repairs in the amounts of $49.08 and $20.25. The Director 
of the Lands, Parks and Forests Branch has asked if we could 
arrange payment of these accounts by the Indian Affairs 
Branch, in accordance with the understanding when the pump 
was loaned. The accounts are enclosed herewith and I would 
be glad if you would give consideration to paying them.

The Department hes been requested to pay 
an amount of $69.3 for repairs to the fire pump and 
hose loaned to the Lac la Ronge Indien Residential School 
by the authorities of the Prince Albert National Park. 


We are advised that when the eculpment was 
returned to the Park Superintendent it was in very poor 
condition and that these repairs were necessary before 
it could be operated, It was stated further that when 
the pump was loaned to the school, early in the sunmer 
of 1938, it was on the understand ing that it would be 
returned in first class condition. 


In @ letter dated February 26, 1940, addressed 
to the Beoretary of the U. &. C. C., the Principal of the 
Lac la Ronge Residential Sehool wrote in part as follows:- 


"It is true that the Department made 
arrangements with the Dominion Parks Branch 
to loan an engine and pump, of the fire-fighting 
type, so thet we might pump water from the lake 
into the well, but we cannot use it in sub-zero 
weather". 


It would appear from the above that the pump 
was not used to any great extent, and if it was properly 
stored, it is difficult to understand why its condition 
should have deteriorated to the extent of requiring

Rev. G. W. Fisher, Principal, Indian Residential 
School, Lac la Ronge, Sask., visited the Department 
on July 29 and we discussed the water situation at 
the school. 


Mr. Fisher pointed out that at the present time 
the water level in the lake is at the lowest point 
that it has ever reached.

I have just received a Departmental letter dated August 14, 1941, 

No. 131-2-5, embodying part of a special report on our Lac la Ronge 
School which had been forwarded by Mr. Indian Agent Davis, 

and in which he makes special reference to (a) the lack of proper 
fire escapes, and (b) the need of more organized sport and vocational 
trainings 


Re the fire escapes, I note the following item in the list of 
requirements submitted to your Department on Oct. 5, 1956:= 


"(E) Fire Escapes, Only sliding poles are in use 

at present, an e Principal fears that in sub-zero 
weather these might not serve the purpose for which 
they were intended, He suggests that chutes or some 
better system be provided," 


With regard to the Indian Agent's statement that the main 
school building, in his opinion, "is nothing more or less 

than a fire trap", I would point out that a new chimney from 
the furnaces was built in 1933, and when I visited this School 
in June, 1934, I was able to report that I considered "the 
workmanship expert", 


At that time I thought that the chimney from the Laundry 

was unsafe, and gave instructions for a new one to be built at 
once, In this way we endeavoured to eliminate danger from fire 
from these sources, 


I found that only a gong was being used as a fire alarm, and 
since then an electric fire alarm system has been installed, 
This School, as you may know, has sliding poles for fire escapes, 


and when I sounded the fire alarm the School was oleared in 3 minutes,

., = School was again visited by the Commission's Assistant Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, Golonel Mermagen, in 1935, and when he sounded the 
fire alarm early one peening without giving any previous notice except 
to the Principal, he found hat the School was cleared in approximately 
one minute, He refers in his report on this visit to suggestions he 
had made re the catch on the door leading to the verandah, where the 
poles are installed; re wiping the poles from time to time with rags 
soaked in coal oil so as to prevent rust, and re. the arrangement of the 
Clothing which each child should pick up when the alarm sounded, etc. 


In the list of requirements submitted on Oct. 2, 1940, I find the 
following items included for this School:- 


(a) 2 - 50 ft. lengths of 14" Underwriter's Fire Hose 
(canvas) complete with couplings 1s" thread see+-- $14.00 


(bd) 2 only Pump type Pyrene Fire Extinguishers, 
L quart SIZE seccevecscccorcesss 65.00 


(c) 2 only "Guardene" Fire Extinguishers, Bk galseseee 80,00 (7) 


From this it is quite clear that our Commission has taken all the 
steps within their power to secure the safety of this building from 
fire, and I was surprised to find, in Departmental letter, Aug. 12, 
1941, No. 150-55, that no provision is being made for a Night Watch- 
mants services in this and six of our other Schools this year. I have 
already directed Dr. McGill's attention to this omissions 


With regard to the other items, namely organized sport and vocational 
training, anyone who has ever visited at Lac la Ronge and noted the 
rocky nature of the spot on which the School stands, and of the 
surrounding area, Will realize how difficult it is to secure suitable 
playing fields. 


For some years our Commission has recommended to your Department 
that buildings or space %e be set aside for vocational training, 

at this and at some of our other Schools, but so far 
no such facilities have been supplied. There is 4 saw and planing 
mill at Lac la Ronge, and this has been used to some extent I know, 
but cannot say whether full use has been made of it or note I can 
assure you that our Gommission and our Society keenly desire to 
cooperate with your Department in the matter of vocational training, 
but the heavy cuts made in our grants from 1952 and continued for 
several years, With a resultant loss to us in per capita grants of 
appruximately $142 000,00, and your Department's decision last year 
to reduce the pupilage to 92.24%, have made it absolutely impossible 
for us to undertake many of the repairs and imprevements we heartily 
desire. 


I note that a letter has been sent direct to the Principal advising 
him that the sum of $700, will be available during the current fiscal 
year for repairs and improvements and I am asking him to furnish me 


with a copy of his replye

Dear Mr. Bryce: 


You will remember that when you were here at 
treaty time, 1 pointed out to you that I found it very 

hard to use ihe gramme given each year by the Department 

for equipment and repairs to the best advantage, due to 

the fact that such grants have to be used before March 3lst. 
of the fiseal in which they are granted; whereas, in the 
matter of actual repair work, such as the laying of floors, 
painting,ete., it 1s best te do the work during the summer 
vacation, when most of the children are away for their holi- 
days. At that time of the year it is not known just what 
grant will be available. 


With the grant made last yearg I endeavoured to 
buy things I thought were necessary for the improvement of 
the school, but much to my regret, some of the things were 
evidently umobtainable, or in some eases things costing much 
less than those asked for were substituted, with the result 
that during the year 1944-45, this school did not get the 
benefit of the full grant made. 


Sinwe the First of June, mostly, since school 
closed for the holidays, we have been doing a considerable 
amount of work on the school, laying new floors and painting. 
I have had several wen engaged, and have or will be paying 
out the following sums of money for wages:

On April 19th. I paid to Ae VanderKracht the sum of $91.12

on account wages for labour « repairs on school, making a 
total $309.02 during the present year. 


If it had be permissible to have retained some of last 
year's grant after March 3lst. part of these labours costs 
could have been met out of the 1944-45 grant. These costs 
are at present being borne our regular per capita grants, 
which we ean i111 afford to do, and gor this reason I write 
to ask whether you will recommend that a special grant for 
labour of at least $250.00 ose. and if possible of $300.00 be 
made by the Departme mmediate use in covering some 
of the costs already leuuoale and of those necessary te put 
the school in a better state of repair. 


In addition to the amounts already expendéd, it will 
be necessary to spend at least $50.00 in order te put our 
heating system in a good state of repair before the coming 
winter. 


If the Department could send me an accountable eheque 
for $250.00 to $300.00, I shall be pleased to send vouchers 
showing the manner in which the money is expended. 


In the course of a few days I shall be sending you the 
usual list of requirements from the Department for this echool 
for the fiseal year 1945-46. 


Trusting you may be able to persuade the Department 
of the necessity of providing additional help in putting our 
building a better state of repair,

Further to our recent conversation I now desire 
to submit for your kind approval and recommendation this 
application for a new 5.5 K.W. generator for the school 
lighting plant. Our engineer, Mr. A. Hastings, recollects 
that the cemarator we have came to the school, new, over 
twenty years ago. For a long time our lights have been poor, 
and used very sparingly. Power generated is barely adequate 

service in the laundry and elsewhere. It appears that 
the field and armature windings have deteriorated to such an 
extent that the gmnerator now is only about 17% efficient 
since its output is not more than 600 watts.

My dear Mr. Hoey: 


Thank you for your letter of February 14th. I have been 
anxiously awaiting same definte word concerning the rebuilcing 
of our School which was destroyed by fire at Lac la Ronge. 

T have not yet recovered from the shock or heartbreak of losing 
this school, for I know what a definite loss it is to our 
Indians in the North. I think I know these Indian bands of the 
North very well as I have spent considerable time amongst them. 
They are among the finest Indians to be found anywhere in 
Canada. For the most part they are living the life which they 
love and which was the life of their forefathers. They are 
hunters and trappers, travelling by dogs in winter ana by canoes 
in summer. They never have been farmers ano they never can be 
farmers because of the country in which they live; they live 
amid the lakes and rivers and trees anda rocks. 


I do hope therefore, that it ig the intention of the Government 

to rebuild this Northern school this year. I only wish I could 
talk this matter over with you and the other officials concerned 
because I think I have information that would be of use to you. 
T am very much afraid that if something is not done immediately 
by the Federal Government that we shall lose precious ground in 
the educating of these Indian children ana in preparing them for 
the days that lie ahead. 


T was at Montreal Lake yesterday. I only wish you coulda have 
been with me. Our teacher there, Mr. Waite,with his efficient 
wife, is doing a magnificient job, and that under conditions, that 
in my estimation, are deplorable; but I am sure that both Ins-ector 
Ostrander and Indian Agent Jones have tol you of the conaition of 
his house anc also of the school. 


Again assuring you of my keen cesire to see some immediate action

My dear Mr. Hoey: 


I arrived back in my office this morning after being away 
for the last six days visiting Red Barth and Shoal Lake Reserves 
in this Province. As you can imagine, the going was pretty 
strenuous owing to our very severe winter this year. 


I was sadly disappointed and almost discouraged when I read 
your letter in which you regret to inform me that there is little 
possibility of replacing the Lac la Ronge School within the next 
two years. 


I do hope this is not a final decision. I wish it were possible 
for me to talk with you face to face, and also the minister, because 
I think I could put facts before you that would assist you in coming 
to a decision that would cali for an immediate rebuilding of this 
school. I am greatly concerned about this whole matter and it is 
most discouraging when, upon occasion after oceasion, one is faced 
with nothing but frustration and inability to carry forward work 
that is so necessary; owing to lack of eyuipment. 


Every person I have met here in the North since the destruction 
of the Lac la Ronge School takes it for granted that the Government 
will immediately rebuild. I shall hesitate to inform them that there 
is no likelihood of any such rebuilcing within the next two years, 
because of their surprise and disappointment. 


Again expressing my regret ‘and also the fact that I cannot talk 
the matter over-:with you personally,

Dear Mr. Jones: 


I have just received your letter of the 25th ult. and 
in response to your request for a written report to amplify the 
verbal one I made to Dr. J. M. Morrow on Feb. 3rd, the day following 
the fire at All Saints Indian Residential School, Lac La Ronge, 
now submit the following statement. 


The fire broke out at 1.00 p. m. Sunday, February 2nd 
when. I was at the foot of the steps leading from the boys’ play 
room to the basement , A boy, who was in the vicinity for the 

furnace nearby, gave the alarm and I noticed that a hot air pipe 
emerging from the furnace was glowing red, and that the wooden 
boxing of cold air vent overhead was aflame. This air flue 
ran between the floor joists and led to the cold air register 
box in the centre of the boys’ playroom. I may say incidentally 
that Mr. H-stings, our engineer, said subsequently that he had 
not yet fired up at that particular furnace, but had found it 
shortly before reduced to a bed of glowiny emvers and had gone in 
search of his ash raker to the far end of the basement. He was, 
therefore, suspicious that some boy or boys through earless, or 
foolishness had had something to do with theorigin of the fire in 
the hot air pipe. 


Boys got large eans which were handy in the basement an 
tried to dampen the flames with water. Mr. Hastings sitting 
by the pump engine at the time, waiting, presumably until his 
usual time for starting the pump. A water hose was kept hanging 
near that particular furnace, and I told Mr. Hastings to get it 
into action. Meantime I ran upstairs for the big fire extinguisher 
and by the time I got down he had @pened the adjacent workshop 
and had the hose ready. One of the bieger boys operated the 
fire extinguisher and I assisted Mr, Hestings with the hose. 

Since there was hardly any force behind tie water I told ir. 
Hastings to get the pump working while I managed the hose. I may 
say that the previous night had been our coldest, 55 degrees 
below zero, and that our water pipes in the basement ad been 
frozen. It was 10.00 A. M. before there was running water in the 
school, and at the time of the fire water pressure was abnormally 
low. The day was windy and bitterly cold, and, of course there 
wes a strong draught along the cold air flue. This was 
lined with paper and the fire spread repidly along it. We dampened 
the flames from below, creating stifling smoke in the process, but 
were unable to affect the fire within the ventilator and under- 
neath the floor of tie boys’ playroom. Our engineer lost no time 
in getting the pump to work and there was an immediate increase 
in the volume and pressure of the water, but our efforts were 
unavailing against the flames once they had taken hold upon the 
old, dry timber of the school. In a few minutes after thalarm 
was first given, the basement was so thick with smoke that it was 
impossible to work there and I had to abandon ell hope of checking 


The fire alarms had been sounded immediately the fire 
was detected, and I found later that the building had been 
rapidly vacated. Mr. Finlayson, the nightwatchman, was the only 
person in bed and asleep at the time, but I noticed him outside 
when I myself left the basement by the stairs remote from the fire 
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matron had got a boy to go up the top floor after little 
Wetter McKenzie, who was by himself in the comfort of the boys' 
supervisor's room undergoinga rest treatment for a burnt lege 
All the children were warmly dressed in their Sunday overcoats. 
and some of them had their weekday one also. After ordering the 
children into the Church in order that they might be counted I 
went back to the school to assure myself that everyone was out, 
By the time I was free to go back to the office to see if anything 
could be salvaged, the smoke was 50 dense and the flames threat- 
ening thet it was not possible to rescue correspondence files and 
records except a few at hand by the veranda window, Helpers 
were not long in running to help, but with the exception of the 
lighting plant and portable things in the laundry very little was 
saved. Most of the furniture from the staff sitting room was 
removed, and that from Miss Graham's room next door. That was all. 
Staff losses alone amounted to not less than two thousand dollars. 


Fortunately none of the outbuildines was harmed, 
although the farm instructor's house was threatened. After reim- 
bursing local traders who had supplied our children while they 
were being cered for by Lac La Ronge people I sold the bulk of 
our food stores. I should have said that within three hours of 
te outbreak of fire all oUF pupils were accommodated by local 
people, and that I had made arrangements with the storekeepers to 
provide them with staples. As you know Dr. Morrow and Bishop 
Martin flew in the next day to give assistance in the matter of 
food and clothing, and in making arrangements for the pupils to 
be returned to their homes. 


It will not be possible for me to give you a complete 
list of the children who returned to their homes unti] my records 
arrive from Lac La Ronge, which ought to be soon. On the day of 
the fire there were 98 children enrolled. All were in residence 
with the exception of three boys who had been truant for some 
days: Thomas Roberts of Montreal Lake, who had gone to his 
mother, Mrs. Nancy LaFavor, on the 9th of Hanuary and had been 
missing ever since; Alex. Mirasty and Charles Roberts, both of 
Sucker River, who hed gone home together on January 20, and had not 
been returned to school by their parents during the spell of severe weather. 


By Tuesday, Feb. 4, pupils from Sucker River, Stanley 
and Pelican Narrows had been flown hope, and to days later 
Dr. Morrow flew south with the Montreal Lake “hildren. All these 
children had blankets or quilts and were given rations for 
several days. Provisions was also mde for them to be supplied 
at their local stores until they were in the care of their own 
people. I may say that large supplies of clothing for emergency 
needs had come in from the Red Cross Prince Albert and from 
various church organizations by the time I left Lac Ea Ronge 
en route for Gordon's School, Punnichy on the 20th of February 
and more is on the way. The labour of distribution I left to our 
missionary, the Rev. S, Cuthend, who willi-gly offered his services 
Bishop Martin is also giving his assistance in this matter. 


As you know I was called away from the business of 
property disposal and our Administration appointed Mr. Spooner as 
agent. Before I left I made contracts to rent the Principsal's 
residence and the fisherman's cottage on a monthly basis. I have 
already mentioned my disposal of food stores. Mr. Spooner Was 
directed not to dispose of the peint sent in by the Department 
or any other stores which might be considered as the Depertment's 
property. I understand that the Superintendent of our Adminstration 
is looking into the question of ownership. There were con- 
siderable stocks of clothing, footwear, sealers, soap and school 
supplies, which I ordered to be transferred to Gordon's School 
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In our conversation by telephone I gave you the names of pupils 
transferred to this school in cere of Dr. MorroWe

Despite the present 
unfavourable trade conditions I hope, with our church in general 
and our Indian School administration in particular, that the day 
will not be long delayed for the resumption of our work with the 
Indian children of Northern Saskatchewan under more favourable 
conditions.

Dear Mr. Jones; 


I have just received your letter of the 25th ult. and 
in response to your request for a written report to amplify the 
verbal one I made to Dr. 4. M. Morrow on Feb. S, the day following 
the fire at All Saints Indien Residential School, Lac La Ronge, 
now Bubmit the following statement. 


The fire broke out at 1.00 p.m , Sunday, February 2, 
when I was at the foot of the steps leading from the boy's play- 
Poem to the basement. A boy, who was in the vicinity for the 
furnace nearby, cave the alarm, and I noticed that a hot air pipe 
energing from the furnace was glowing red, and that the wooden 
boxing of the cold air vent overhead was aflame. This air flue 
ran between the floor Joists ani led to the cold air recister 
box in the centre of the boys' playroom. I may say incidentally 
that Mr, Hastings, our engineer, said subsequently that he had 
not yet fired up at that particular furnace, »ut had found it 
shortly before reduced to a bed of clowing embers and had gone 
in search of his ash raker to the fur end of the basement. At 
the time of the fire he had tended che other two furnaces. He 
was, therefore, suspicious thet some boy or boys through careless, 
or foolishness hed had something to do with the origin of the fire 
in the hot afr pipe. 


Boys got large cans which were handy in the basement 
and tried to dampen the flases with wate. Mr. Hastings was sitting 
by the pump engine at the time, waiting, presumably, until his 
usuel time for starting the pump. A water hose was kept hanging 
near that particular furnace, and I told Mr. Hastings to get it 
into action. Meantime I ran upstairs for the big fire extinguisher 
and oy the time I got down he had opened up the adjacent workshop 
and had the hose ready. One of the bigger boys operated the 
fire extinguisher, and I assisted Mr. Hastines with the hose. 
Since there was hardly ang force behind the water I told Mr. 
Hastings to get the pump working while I managed the hose. I may 
say that the previous nicht had been our coldest, 55 degrees 
below sere, and that our water pipes in the basement had been 
frosen. It wes 10.00 a.m. before there was running water in the 
school, and at the time of the fire water pressure was abnormally 
low. The day was windy and bitterly cold and, of course, there 
was a strong dweeh® draught along the cold air flue. This was 
lined with paper and the fire spread rapidly along it. We dampened 
the flames from below, creating stifling smoke in the precess, but 
were unable to affect the fire within the ventilator and under- 
neath the floor of the boys' playroom. Our engineer lost no time 
in getting the pump to work and there was an immediate inerease 
in the volume and pressure of the water, but our efforts sere 
unavailing against the flamea once they had taken hold upon the 
old, dry timber of the school. In a few minutes after the alarm 
was first given, the basement was so thick with smoke that it was 
impossible to work there and I had to abandon all hope of checking 
the fire. 


The fire alarms had been sounded imuediately the fire 
was detected, and I found later that the building had been 
rapidly vacated. Mr. Finlayson, the nightwatchman, was the only 
person in bed and asleep at the time, but I noticed him outside 
when I myself left the basement oy the stairs remote from the fire 
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madetron had got a boy to go up the top floor after little 
Walter McKenzie, who was by himself in the comfort of the boys! 
supervisor's room undergoing a rest treatment for a burnt leg. 
All the children were warmly dressed in their Sunday overcoats, 
and some of them had their weekday one also. After ordering the 
children into the church in order that they might be counted I 
went back to the school to assure myself that everyone was out. 
By the time I was free to go back to the office to see if anything 
could be salvaged, the smoke was so dense and the flames threat- 
ening that it was not possible to rescue correspondence files and 
records except a few at hand by the veranday window. Helpers 
were not long in running to help, but with the exception of the 
lighting plant and portable things in the laundrey very little was 
saved. Most of the furniture from the stuff sitting-room was 
removed and that from Miss Graham's room next door. That was all. 
Staff losses alone amounted to not less than two thousand dollars. 


Fortunately none of the outbuildings was harmed, 
although the farm instructor's house was threatened. After reim- 
bursing local traders who had supplied our children while they 
were being cared for by Lac la Ronge people I sold tho bulk of 
our food stores. I should have said that within three hours of 
the outbreak of fire all our pupils were accomodated by local 
people, and that I had made arrangements with the storekeepers to 
provide them with staples. As you know Dr. Morrow and Bishop 
Martin flew in the next day to give assistance in the matter of 
food and clothing, and in making arrangements for the pupils to 
be returned to their homes. 


It will not be possible for me to give you a complete 
list of the children who returned to their homes until my records 
arrive from Lac La Ronge, which ought to be soon. On the day o f 
the fire there were 98 children enrolled. All were in residence 

with the exception 6f three boys who had been truant for some 
days; Thomas Roberts of Montreal Lake, whe had gone home to his 
mother, Mrs. Nancy LaPaver, on the 9th of January and had been 
missing ever since; Alec Mirasty and Charles Roberts, both of 


Sucker River, who had gone home together on January 20 and had not 
been returned to school by their parents during the spell of 
severe weather. 


By Tuesday, Feb.4, pupils from Sucker River, Stanley 

and Pelican Narrows had been flown home, and, two days later, 
Dr. Morrow flew south with the Montreal Lake Children. All these 
children had blankets or quilts and were given rations for 
several days. Provisions was aiso made for them to be supplied 
at their local stores until they were in the care of their own 
people. I may say that large supplies of clothing for emergency 

needs had come in from the Red Cross Prince Albert and from 
various church organigations by the time I Left Lac La Ronge 

en route for Gordon's School, Punnichy on the 20th of February 
and more is on the way. The labour of distribution I left to our 
missionary, the Rev. 8. Guthand, who willingly offered his service 
Bishop Martin is also giving his assistance in this matter. 


As you know I was called away from the business of 
property disposal and our Administration appointed Mr. Spooner as 
agent. Before I left I made contracts to rent the Principah's 
residence and the fisherman's cottage on a monthly basis. I have 

already mentioned my disposal of food stores. Mr. Spooner was 
directed not to dispose of the paint sent in by the Department 
or any other stores which might be considered as the Department! # 
property. I understand that the Superintendent of our Administr- 
ation is looking into the question of ownership. There were con- 
siderable stocks of clothing, footwear, sealers, soap and school 
supplies, which I ordered to be transferred to Gordon's School. 
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& In our conversation by Gelephone I gave you the names of 
pupils transferred to this school in care of Dr. Morrow;

On arriving at Lac “a Ronge, Saturday, March 
15th, last, I learned that the Officer in Charge of the 
R.C.M.Police at that point had carried out an investigation 
re: the cause of the fire. To date the Police report cover- 
ing same has not been received at this office, but in view 
of the discoveries made by myself, I am satisfied the Police 
will have found that the responsibility of the fire rests on 
four boys who were pupils at the school. This matter will be 
the subject of another report when the Police report has been 
received. 


The following equipment which I believe is 
roperty of the Department was saved; 
e lighting plant complete including 10H.P. Diesel 
ine, generator, switch board and 32 batteries. 
w mill, complete with engine and planer. 
ge quantity of paint. 
torm windows, 6 complete windows, less frames. 


The lighting plant with the exception of the 
batteries has been placed in the warehouse. The batteries 
are in heated storage at the Saskatchewan Fish Filleting 
Plant at Lac La Ronge, arrangements have been made to have 
the batteries placed on their line for the occasional charge. 


There were large quantities of food supplies 
and clothing in the warehouse which is intact, these supplies 
no doubt, will be the property of the Church Authorities.

It has been disclosed that Kitchener Bird, one of the boys 
transferred from the Lac la Ronge School to the Gordon's School and referred to 
in this office letter of the 14th ultimo, File No. 214-303-1] ACE, is one of 
the boys implicated in the burning of the school. 


I have not received the report of the R.C.M. Police since this 
boy was questiomd on the 25th instant but I am in receipt of a letter from 
Reverend D.C. Wickenden, the Acting Principal of the Gordon's School, to the 
effect that he has admitted Striking the match which started the fire on 
February 2nd. 


Mr. Wickenden informs me in his letter that Kitchener Bird has 
settled down and appears contented at the Gordon's School, and he is very 
well behaved. Notwithstanding this fact it would be a mistake, I believe, 
to allow him to remain at the Gordon's School because he will no doubt be 
telling other boys of his escapade and be quite a hero amongst them. I 
wuld therefore recommend that he be returned to his home, 


I understand that Mr. Wickenden has to return to Lac le Ronge shortly 
to complete some unfinished business in connection with the school and I think 
it would be advisable for the boy to be returned to Lac la Ronge at the same 
time and that he be discharged from the school,

With reference to Department letter of the 25rd instant, File No. 132- 
2-5 (WI 1), in connection with the burning of the Lac la Ronge School, and proposed 
prosecution of Kitchener Bird and John Roberts, I have today discussed the matter 
with the Deputy Attorney General and his attitude in the matter seems to be that 
he should not recommend what action should be taken with a view to punishment of 
the boys concerned but he states that, if our Department decides to prosecute, his 
Department will then see that the necessary action is taken. 


I certainly would be in favour of punishing these boys if suitable 
punishment could be found but the only punishment that can be meted out to them 
is a term in the Industrial School here in Regina where their associates will be 
incorrigible white boys, many of whom know far more about law-breaking than these 
backward Indian boys from the north woods will ever know. Kitchener Bird has now 
been returned to his home and John Roberts has been at his home for some time. 


To proceed with prosecutions it will probably be necessary for a worker 
from the Social Aid Branch and a Magistrate to be flown into the North and the boys, 
if convicted, flown out again. These boys will probably view #/ flying trip out to 
Prince Albert and a train trip to Regina as fun. After «a term in the Industrial 
School it would still not be safe to put them in an Indien residential school and the 
only thing which then could be done with them would be to return them to their homs 
as little heroes who had received considerable notoriety as a result of their "brave" 
act in burning the school. 


I may sey that I gave this matter considérable thoucht before making the 
recommendation which I made to Superintendent Mortimer. I decided then that no 
good would come through any action of this kind being taken, and, while I do not wish 
to appear stubborn in the matter, I still am unable to see the matter in any other 
light. However, if the Department decides that it would be better to prosecute

On the 15th instant I received from Inspector Ostrander 
authority to return one of our pupils, ditehener Allen Bird, to 
his home te in Lac la Ronge. This boy, not yet thirteen years of 
age, had confessed to striking the match and starting the fire 
which destroyed our residential school at Lac la Ronge on Feb. 2, 
However, ss [ explained in a lengthy report to Mr. Ostrander on 
warch 26, the chief instigator andthe boy who supplied the matches 
was Jack Mirasty, aged fifteen and the oldest boy in school in 
respect of residence.! also pointed out that most of the boys who 
were named as having spoken st different times of burning the 
school down had been implicated in the serious thefts from Olsen's 
store and cafe during November last, concerning which you wrote me 
early in January. In getting rid of the school perhaps they 
thought that they would escape possible trouble in connection with 
the thefts. 

When I was at Lac la Ronge last week Cpl. Kirkby, R.C.i.?P. 

“told me that he had received instructions from headquarters to close 

his file concerning the fire. Presumably that means that no action 
is to be teken against these juvenile offenders, and, hence, this 
letter of enquiry. They know that they have committed punishable 
crimes and have confessed their guilt. Failure to bring them to 
trial in a court of law will only be interpreted as a sign of weak 
indulgence and indifference, There will be for these young delin- 
quents and their associates no such thing as the "majesty of the 
law", butrather ® growing disregard for all law and order and a 
corresponding contempt for officers of the law. [ cannot conceive 
that offences of a similar nature would be overlooked in civilized 
society, and it is our tesk to Christianize our Indian wards and to 
instill into them a healthy respect for the white man's justice.

At least, two boys, Kitchener Hira aged 
twelve years and John xoberts, aged twelve years, were 
particularly implicated. 


When the reports of tne police indicated that 
tne fire had been set T communicated with Mr. Ostrander, 
Taspector of Indian Agencies for the Province of 
jaskatenewan and a copy of his reply is enclesea. 


T am also enclosing copy of a letter received 
from Rev. D.C. Wickenden who was principal of tne Lac 
la Ronge School at the time of the fire. 


You will note from tne first paragraph of Mr. 
Ostrander's letter that tne Attorney General's department 
of the province of Saskatchewan does not intend to take 
any action unless this Department insists. Reverena Doctor 
vidkenden is of the opinion thet prosecution is desirable 
in order to promote respect for law and order, 


The officers of this Braach have given the matter 
very careful thought and it is felt that after weighing 
all tne circumstances in the case, it would be desirable 
te prosecute the two boys mentioned above and I would 
appreciate it if you would approve of such action being

"Referring to your letter of the 28th ultimo and to the recent 
telephonic conversation which Superintendent Mortimer had with 

me I hereby confirm the said conversation wherein it was decided 
that the prosecution herein should proceed in view of the directions 
received by the Commissioner from the Director of Indian Affeirs 
Branch, Ottawa, under date the lOthday of June last. 


This fire was on the 2nd day of February and as ae result of no action 
being taken we are still carrying on correspondence as to whether 

or not a prosecution should be instituted and if no action is taken 
the question arises as to when this correspondence is goin’ to end, and 
as the case may finally end with a prosecution, such as in the case 
under section 265(6), of the Criminal Code in the Judicial District 

of Moosomin in which we had to institute a prosecution in order to 

end an endless chain of correspondence extending over about e year 
trying to stave off a prosecution, it would seem adviseble to start the 
prosecution now in order to dispose of the case." 


It would be appreciated if you would have an Informetion and Complaint 
laid against each of the accused and properly waived and forwarded to this 


office so that prosecution may proceed.

I saw Kitchener bird a few days ago at Lac la Ronze and was 
again impressed with the fact that he is but a simple little child who, I 
am sure, did not know the seriousness of his act. I did not see the other 
boy at this time but his case is very similar.

Resident Architect, Saskatoon; Mr. 3.3. Jones, Indian Acent, Carlton Agency; 
and the writer went through the buildines which are available, or soon to be 
available, and which would prove suitable for a residential school. It will 
be noted that buildings lo. 2, GS, 9, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 5O, 32, 33, 35, 36, 
end 38 are ell vacant and have been hanied over to the Department of Public Works 
by the Department of Labour (Canadian Vocational Training). These buildincs 
are somevhat sonttered shout the grounds of the training centre. io. 35 is a 
mese hall now available but it is in very bad shape and much of the equipment 
has been removed or destroyed, and it is very desirable to obtain building No, 34, 
which is e similar mess hall but in good condition ani immediately adjacent to 
No. SS. No. 34 is held by the Provincial Department of Reconstruction but is not 
being used. Avery effort should be mde to obtain the use of No. 34 at once. The 
buildings which should immediately be put in use for the school are Mo, 2, to 
be made into two residential suites; No. 3 to be made into two residential suites; 
lle. S4, combined kitchen and dining room; Mo. 25 and No. 29 "H” Huta, in good 
@ondition, suitable for dormitories; and No. 27, the drill hall, which has ample 
space for recreational purposes in bad weather, also ample space in « lean-to 
part thereof suitable for arrangement into classrooms.

Your letter of August 29th, file 132-2-5(WT), was forwarded to 
a# in Saskatoon and I had the opportunity of placing your offer before the 
Executive Committee of our Missionary Society. I also took the opportunity 
of visiting Prince Albert and went over this place thoroughly in company 
with Principal Fisher of St. Alban's School. 


May I say at once that I personally appreciate very much the 
cvnsideration given to us in this matter and am clear that the buildings 
.u the camp can be used satisfactorily for a school of at least one hun- 
axed children. I feel, however, that some amendment to the suggestions 
wude by the Inspector and District Resident Architect would be required. 
Tie buildings which it is proposed should be used appear to us to be badly 
scattered and not at all suitable for the purpose. The drill hall, #27, 
ght make a play place in the summer but the cost of heating such a huge 
building would be quite prohibitive with the income which we are likely to 
receive. Also, the use of buildings 2 and 3 as staff residences does not 
appear to us to be feasible as they are too far away from the children's 
quarters. It is to be hoped that building #34 may be obtained from the 
Provincial government as it is certainly in very much better condition 
iuan 33. We wonder why #30 is not proposed as it is included in the list 
of units handed over. It is a splendid building with classrooms already 
provided and an excellent gymnasium superior to anything which we have in 
me majority of our present schools. Vur suggestion would be that buildings 
29, 30, 33 and 34 should be made available and these four, which are close 
together, would form a workable combination. Our experience points to the 
necessity of concentrating both staff and children to make effective super- 
vision possible. It would be very difficult for our workers to control the 
boys if they were passing between unused buildings and there is everything 
w be gained by having the buildings in close proximity. 


I shall be grateful if consideration may be given to our 
suggested amendments to the plan proposed by your officials.

With reference to Department letter of the 26th ultimo, 
File No. 152-2-5 (WT), in connection with the above, I have to say that 
the matter of the location and distribution of the buildings at Ex-Basic 
Training Centre No, 122 was given careful consideration before my original 
recommendation as those buildings best suitable for early use as an Indian 
residential school, 


Building No. 54 was recommended because it was 4 mess 
hall in good condition. Building No. 33 was not recommenied because it was 
originally built for a mess hall but much of the interior furnishings had 
been removed. Since my original recommendation these furnishings have been 
replaced and both are now well equipped mess halls. 


I should point out that many of the buildings were in use 
when the matter was first considered, and I mentioned those not in use which 
could be used to advantage. I understand that all of the buildings have now 
been turned over to the Department of Public Works and some time in the not 
far distant future will all be available. 


I recommended Building No. 27, the drill hall, as a building 
which would provide classroom space and plenty of room for manual training, as 
well as a lerge floor space for recreation purposes during the winter, and in wet 
weather during the summer. I recommended Buildings Nos. 1 and 2, as they are 
both residences which could be made into staff quarters without much difficulty. 
However, any vacant building could be made into staff quarters, and any vacant 
building could be used for recreation purposes and manual training. In recomnend- 
ing the buildings in the first instance, I had in mind only those buildings which 
could be made available and useful in a short time at no great expense. However, 
I am not prepared to enter into a controversy with the Church Authorities as to 
which buildings should be used. I would say, however, that Buildines Nos, 3 and 
34, which are now bot lly equipped mess halls, with kitchen and washing 
facilities, should not,be taken for school purposes. dither one would furnish 
much more dining and kitchen space than we have in any of our present Indian 
residential schools and to destroy the usefulness of one of these buildings as a 
kitchen and mess hall, instead of taking one of the other buildings, either No. 20, 
21, 22, or 235, would seem foolish. 


With regard to Dr. Alderwood's remark about the cost of heating 
such a huge building as the drill hall No. 27, I made enquiries about this and 
as it has an excellent heating plant which provides a temperature of 50 to 55, 
which is sufficiently high for recreation purposes, I believe it would be just 
economica] to heat the one building, thus providing cla oom space for manual 
training and spece for recreation all under one roof, to heat three other 
smaller buildings to supply the same accomodation. 


Although we are now considering opening this as a 100-pupil 
school its possibilities for the future are great, and there would be ample 
accomodation for several hundred pupils amongst the buildings which will shortly 
all be available. If the pupilage was increased to 300 or 400 some time in the 
future the drill hall would be a very necessary part of the school.

With reference to Department letter of the 30th ultimo, 
No. 132-2-5 (WT), Basic Training Centre, Prince Albert, I would strongly 
recommend that the Department make a definite request that Building No. 27, 
the drill hall, be retained for our use until a definite decision has been 
reached after the appointment of a Principal for the new school at Prince 
Albert. 


I am sure that the new Principal will see the wisdom of 
holding this building. It has a large lean-to which will supply plenty 
of classroom accomodation, and heating by an excellent steam heating plant 
Which does not serve the main building. The heat of the main building 
is supplied by two separately fired, forced air, circulating, hot air units, 
either or both of which can be fired if the drill hall is needed for recreation 
purposes or for manual training. 


The Department of Public Works has received a request to make 
this building available for another Department for the storage of implements 
but they wish it for us, if instructed to do so. I would strongly

I have received a copy of » letter to the Acting Chief Architect, 
Department of Public Works, Ottawa, File 1522-5, dated November 6th,1947. 


In this connection please refer to my letter of November 4th, 
1947, file #1694-305-4A, wherein I pointed out that I had inadvertently 
referred to Building No. 352 when I should have referred to Building No.28. 
I have communicated with Mr. Ramage of the Department of Public Works, 
Saskatoon, informing him of the error, and that Building No. 26 is the 
building required by our Branch for Clerk's quarters, offide and were~ 
house space. Apparently the Department letter to the Actin: Chief 
Architect was forwarded before the receipt by the Department of my 
letter, dated November 4th. 


In connection with taking over Building No. 28, as there was 
an excellent heating and sewage plent in the building we should make 
certain that they receive the best of care during the cold weather. It 
would be much better for Mr. &. S. Jones to move into Building No. 28, 
which is quite habitable, before any further work is done on it, and 
live there until authority is received to prepare that building and Build- 
inz No. 9 for permanent use. If we do not do this it will be necessary 
to either winterize Building No. 28 at a considerable cost; or pay some 
one to take care of the fires in the building. 


I trust that funds can be made available at once for fuel and 
light in Building No. 28, in which case Mrs. Jones is prepared to live 
theré for the winter at no other cost to the Department than the cost of 
fuel and light. As Mr. Jones is allowed these perquisites in the resid- 
ence which he has been occuprying at the Carlton Acency Headquarters on 
the Mistawasis Reserve, the fuel which hes already been provided there 
will be kept for the use of another employee. 


As there has been considerable delay in authorizing the work 
asked for I am assuming that it is the intention of the Department to 
delay this expenditure until Spring, which is my reason for makine this 
alternative suggestion. 


The winterizing of Building Ne. 9 will cost very little as 
it refers to sewaze only. No damace will be done to the walls of the 
pbuilding, as the interior walls are now finished with fly- board. 


If the suzcestions as contained herein meet with the approval 
of the Department, please authorize Mr. Jones to submit ea requisition 
for fuel for the winter heating of Building No. 28, and to submit monthly 
youchers for electricity and telephone in the same buildinz.

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I should point out that the manacement of the present 
Carltom Agency can be carried out as well with Mr. Jones meking his 
headquarters in Prince Albert as by his residing at the Indian 
Agency at Leask, as formerly. The banking of the Agency is done 
in Prince Albert, and Mr. Jones has to travel through Prince Albert 
in the winter when visiting most of his Reserves.

It is our intention to inelude in our 1948-49 
estimates, a sum for the erection of a Residential School at Lac 
La Ronge, Saskatchewan. The site for this school will be that 
previously used by the Chureh of England for the operation of the 
former school which was burned by fire two years ago. You are 
requested to prepare the plans and specifications for these 
buildings. 


The pupilage to be provided for at this school 
will be one hundred and fifty (75 boys and 75 girls). Due to the 
isolation of this sehool, it is felt that frame construction should 
be used but that the dormitories should be in separate buildin, s, 
in order to minimize the danger of fire. 


It is recommended that this sehool consist of the 
following buildings: 


(1) Boye’ Dorudtory Blocks 


Sleeping Quarters for 60 boys 
Two staff rooms 

Wash rooms 

Recreation Room 

Manual Training Shop 


It is suggested that this be a one storey 
building with a full basement. The sleeping quarters, staff rooms 
and wash rooms could be on the main floor with the recreation room 
and manual training shop in the basement. 
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(2) Giris' Dormitory Blocks 


The general planning for this building would be the 
same as for the boys' dormitory block. The exception would, of 
course, be the manual training room which, in this building, 
would be replaced by a domestic science room. This room should 
have extra electrical outlets provided for a power sewing machine 
and electric rangettes,. 


(3) Administration Buiiding: 


This would be a two storey building ané@ would have a 
full basement. We would require the following rooms in this 
building: 


Staff Quarters for eight. 

Assembly Hall. 

Kitchen and ¢ining-rooms. 

Wash rooms for use of sehool pupils and staff. 
Power House (We are prepared to accept your 
recommendation that the power house should be 
located in a small building. It is felt that 
the whole wnit shld be steam heated from this 
power house). 


(4+) Classroom Blocks 


This would be a standard four-room school previously 
designed by you for use at Eskasoni and Shubenacadie,. 


It is recommended that a meeting be held between your 
architects and our school officials to finalize the exact details 
of the buildings required.

In reply to your letter of November 24th, in reply to mine of 
the 22nd instant, I would way that I have today received word from 
Canon Dixon, General Secretary, M.S.C.C. Toronto, that at the request of 
Indian Affairs Branch, Dept. of Mines & Resources, our Church Executive 
Committee has azreed to operate the proposed new school at Prince Albert. 
under the direction of our Indian School Administration. 


It would appear therefore unnecessary to deal with the subject 
matter of our letters in the limited sense of providing accommPation 
for the number above 100, who should be removed to other sleeping quarters 
from this school, but rather to take such steps as are necessary to get 
the other school in operation as soon as possible, It is the desire of our 
Administration that I take steps to cet the school in operation without 
delay. I should have mentioned that I have been asked to be Principal 
at the new school, as well as at St. Alban's, 


Regarding the 4th paragraph of my letter in which I mentioned 
providing the ohildren with breakfast before leaving for classrooms at 
this school, I thourht that with the set-up I had in mind, there would be 
no difficulty in providin: a simple meal such as they would have had over 
here, It was my understgnding, that you had already arranged for the purchase 
of sufficient utensils, cups, plates, etc. to take care of the number 
we proposed to house in one of the army buildings. Provided ow Administration 
would have transferred tnem from Sioux Lookout, the married couple I had 
in mind, could have, I feel sure, taken care of the children together 
with the proposed meal. It is true, the meal idea was an afterthought. 


Since I have been asked to make earranzements for the open- 
of the school, I am wondering whether it will be possible for me to 
see you in the near future, Naturally, it would best for me to see you 
here, but if it would suit you better I could zo to Regina to see you and 
talk over matters, if you will let me know what time w uld suit you best.

Deer Sir: 


Further to our conversation of last evenine, in which y6u informed me 
you felt it your duty to report to the Indian Affairs Branch, Ottawa, the over- 
crowded condition of this school, and to suggest that all children in excess 
of 100 be returned to their homes, I beg to submit the following counter-proposal,. 


That in view of the fact, it is the desire of the Indian Affairs Branch 
that certain buildines once used as Army Barracks be taken over and operated as 
an Indian Residential school, the management of this school be authorized to take 
Over one of these buildings in question (deemed to be the most suitable for the 
purpose) and to operate the same as an annex to this school, to be used as a 
Boys' Dormitory. 


If authority is given by the Indian Affairs Branch to do this I shall 
Suggest to Indian School Administration, M.S.C.C., 102 Bank Street, Ottawa, 
that under the direction of the Principal of St. Alban's school, this annex be 
in the care of a competent married couple, to be appointed by the Administration. 


It is my idea that the children so housed would have their breakfast 
at the annex, after which they woudd be transported to St. Alban's by truck, 
remaining all day for classroom work, etc. and then after supper be returned 
by truck to the annex. 


I strongly feel it would not be in the best interests of the children 
involved to be sent back to their homes at this time of the year, after having 
been admitted to a Residential school with the intention of remaining the 
entire year at the school. 


It will be very mich appreciated if you will brine this proposal to the 
Indian Affairs Branch as early as possible. A copy of this letter is being 
forwarded to our administration for their information.

I am enclosine herewith copies of letters dated November 22nd 
and November 25th from Rev. G. W. Fisher, Principal of the Anglican 
Indian Residential School, Prince Albert, tozether with a copy of my 
letter to Mr. Fisher, dated November 24th, 1947. 


When visiting the Indian Residential school at Prince Albert 
(known as St. Alban's school) I found that the dormitories in the building 
are avain over-crowded, notwithstanding the fact that the, then, principal, 
Rev. Henry Ellis, had been instructed to reduce the pupilaze to 100 
because of the crowded dormitories. In the discussion Mr. Fisher proposed 
havine all the pupils in excess of 100 live in one of the buildings 
recently taken over at Bx 122, Basic Training Centre, Prince Albert, I 
concurred with the suggestion and asked him to make the proposal in 
writing through this office. When his proposal came in his letter of the 
22nd instant he introduced another matter with which I could not asree, 
namely: serving meals at Ex 122 Basis Trainine centre. His letter 
of the 25th instant is in reply to my letter of the 24th. 

I realize that there will be some delay in establishinz the 
new school at Prince Albert, and in the meantim the dormitories at the 
01d school will be over-crowded to the detriment of the children sleeping 
in them, also increasine the fire hazard. Please advise me whether or 
not I should insist that sufficient of the children be returned to their 
homes to reduce the number in residence to 100, pending the openins of 
the new school. These extra children should not have been admitted to 
the school, but they are there now and there will be some difficulty in 
contactine their parents with a view to returnin: them to their homes. 


With regard to that part of Mr. Fisher's letter where he 
prefers in the third parazraph to the purchase of cookins utensils, etc., 
I have to say that I located a quantity of these utensils which could 
be purchased from a surplus in the hands of the Provincial Government, 
Department of Rehabilitation, taken over by them from War Assets 
Vorporation. A list of these utensils was prepared and is held in 
this office as I am awaitine unit prices from the official in charce 
here in Retina. Mr. Fisher misunderstood me when he says that he 
understood that arrancements were made for their purchase. I proposed 
submitting the list to the Department and recommendiny their purchase as 
soon as prices have been received. I expected to receive these prices 
today but they have not yet arrived. The list is not the complete 
requirements for opening a school of 120 pupils. Some of the articles 
were in sufficient quantity for our requirements, others were not. As 
soon as authority has been received to take over the utensils in question 
I intend to check over the list with Mr. Fisher, ascertain what further 
quantities are required,and submit the necessary requisition to the Department. 


I have not yet been officially informed that the proposed school 
will be operated in the near future. I note that Mr. Fisher's letter 
indicates that a definite arranzement hes been made.

The Department of Labour has now 
vacated the former Army Training Centre at Prince Albert. The 
Church of England has agreed to the operation of a temporary 
Residential School in these quarters. 


The Minister's office agreed to the 
inclusion of an amount of $10,000.00 in our next supplementary 
estimates, so that the necessary equipment could be purchased to 
enable us to turn the school over to the Church of England in 
running order (as is usual with new Residential Sehools). 
Inspector Ostrander was asked to prepare with Reverend Mr. Fisher, 
who is to be Principal of the School, a requisition for the 
supplies needed. 


He has now written me enclosing the attached 
list of equipment which is available at Prince Albert in the hands 
of the Provincial Government, Department of ReConstruction and 
Rehabilitation, Housing Division. According to the information 
received from k.J. Bruce, Housing Manager, the prices shown on this 
list are their cost price from War Assets Corporation. 


As the pupilage at this school would be 


one hundred and twenty, the equipment list here would provide 
a large amount of the supplies necessary to open this sehool.

I am informed by Mr. W.A, Ross, Regional Diraetor, that a valuation of $4091.46 
was placed on the lumber and building material based on an inventory taken by 
Indien Agent Mr. B.S. Jones and a representative of Mr. Ross, the Regional 
Director. 


I have not an inventory of the lumber as it Was $urned over 
to Me. Ross in triplicate for him to insert the price, and the whole has been 
forwarded by him to his headquarters in Ottawa, 


Mr. Thompson may feel that there is no reason to anticipate 
difficulties in negotiations with the Provincial Government with regard to 
taking over this lumber and building material. The Saskatchewan Government 
has already made an effort to buy the lumber, with no thought of reselling 
te our Departmnt. It should be remembered that the Government of the Province 
of Saskatchewan is in the lumber business, buying it and reselling it at a 
profit, therefore I do not expect it will be resold to us without a profit. 
However, I have no control over the lumber, and if it has to be handled in 
the way Mr. Thompson requires, I would ask that he kindly sell the lumber 
to the Provincial Government and ask them to submit a voucher in triplicate, 
through this office, for the amount of $4091.46, in order that we may reimburse 
them in full for the lumber, and thereby have full possession.

I have to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
12th instant, File No. 152-2-5 (8,1), in connection with prosecutions of 
Kitchener Bird and John Roberts regarding the fire at the Lac la Ronee 
School. 


Information was laid by the writer on the 23rd of 
August, 1947, ageinst both of these boys in accordance with instructions 
from the Department. On the 29th of October, 1947, Kitchener Bird was 
sentenced as indicated in police report and Department letter. On December 
Srd, 1947, he was transferred to the Indian Hospital at Fort 2u'Appelle 
where he remained until February 23rd, 1948, when he was returned to his 
home on the reserve. Apparently the use of the term "indefinite period" 
is common in this province when sentencins boys to the Industriel School, 
and simply means that it is left to the discretion of the School Superintendent 
and Provincial Welfare officers to decide termination,in the best interest of 
the boy. 


The R.C.M. Folice file is still incomplete with regard to 
John Roberts. My last information in this connection was to the effect that 
the N.C.O. in Charge, R.C.M. “olice, at Lac la Ronge, is to make arrangements 
for the hearing when the boy is located. He could not be found at the tim 
that the Magistrate dealt with the case of Kitchener Bird and it was not 
considered advisable to incur a creat expense searching for him in the North 
country. I am today writing the Officer Commanding, R.C.M. Police, Regina, 
reminding him that the case is still in abeyance in case it may have been _—— 
overlooked. =

(a) That we rebuild the school in the erea of Lac 
la Ronge., This viewpoint is supported by the 
Right Reverend Henry D. Martin, Anglican Bishop 
of Saskatchewan, end by the former Principal of 
the Sebool, the Reverend D.C. Wickenden, 


That we rebuild the school closer to Prince 
Albert, possibly in the area of the Little Red 
River Reserve. On the Reserve just mentioned 

@ suitable site can be obtained, The cultiv- 
ation of this land would produce the vegetebles 
required for use at the school and also the 
raising of cattle, hogs ete., for food purposes. 
This could mot be done in the Lac la Ronge area, 
This viewpoint is supported by our Regional 
Supervisor of Indian Agencies for Saskatchewan, 
Mr. Ostrander, and Mr. Indian Agent Jones, 
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In view of the above divergent recommend ations, 
the whole situation is still under consideration. 


It is our intention te have our Educational 
Survey Officer go to Saskatchewan in the third week 
of April to interview Bishop Martin and ascertain 
whether he is still es determined as reviously te 
press for the rebuilding of the school at Lac Ronge.

Dear Dr. Keenleyside: 


The Session of our Legislature prorogued on Thursday last 
and I am now endeavouring to catch up on some of my correspondence. 


A short time ago I noticed an announcement in the Saskatoon 
Star-Pheonix by your Minister, the Honourable J. A. Glen. This 
was to the effect that some 80 new schools would be constructed 
in the near future for Indians and that one of these would be 
located at Lac la Ronge. 


I can hardly believe this report is correct and I am, there- 
fore, taking the liberty of writing you a personal letter in 
this regard. As you know the Provincial Government has had a 
public school in the process of construction for over a year at 
Lac la Ronge and I understand it will be completed this summer. 
As you are possibly aware last summer we appointed a Northern 
Administrator and at the end of this Session assent was given to 
a Buill to provide a special administrative set-up for the 
Northern half of the Province, the areas of which have been 
especially designated for this purpose. The Northern Administrator 
is also much concerned regarding this situation. 


It is our hope and desire to treat the Indians the same as 
any other citizens of our Province. While education is not the 
responsibility of our Department, nevertheless under this new 
Act the general administration of the North is and since reading 
this announcement I have been wondering if it is not possible to 
work out some plan of a joint approach to this problem of education 
in the North. We have worked out a very satisfactory joint fur 
development programme and I cannot see why a similar approach 
could not be extended into the field of education. It would not 
only be much more economical, but it is believed it would be more 
efficient and even more important is the fact that by having two 
scho@éls in the same area false divisions are created immediately 
in the minds of the children. This applies both to white and 
native children and it is felt establishes the wrong relationship

areas a large number of school children are without facilities 
of this nature. 


Receipt of your reply would be greatly appreciated and I 
shall continue to refuse making any public comment until same 
arrives.

In the absence of Mr. Glen I wish

and half-breeds in the northern part of the Province. 


I might say an item was included in 
the estimates for the current year to replace the 
educational facilities that were lost when the fire 
destroyed the Residential School at Lac la Ronge. No 
definite plans have yet been decided upon as to what 
shall be done. There has been a suggestion that a school 
might be more conveniently located elsewhere. However, 
the whole matter is under consideration and you can rest 
assured we will keep your views in mind. 


We plan to have our educational survey 
officer go to Saskatchewan before the end of this month 
to discuss the problem with the Church euthorities. He 
is being instructed to see youe I hope you will be able 
to spare the time to grant him an interview in order that 
the whole matter may be gone into.

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MINERAL DEVELOPMENT PLAN 
OFFERS AID TO PROSPECTORS 


RBGINA,—Up to 40 men will be assisted by the provincial govern- 
ment in carrying out prospecting activities in Saskatchewan’s Pre- 
cambrian areas this summer, as part of the government’s new mineral 
development policy, Resources Minister J. L. Phelps announced recently. 


Applications from individuals or part- 
ners must be submitted by March 31, 
said the minister, and should include 
at least one letter of recommendation 
from a former employer. “Practiced 
and ambitious men, with buan or ser- 
viee experience’ are required. 

Prospectors may make any deal they 
wish with individuals, without obtain- 
ing permission from the government, 
Mr. Phelps stressed. 

Cash awards will be made for dis- 
coveries on the basis of 2% per cent 
of the amount spent on diamond drill 
and underground development during 
the three-year period starting from 
January 1 after the date of discevery 
Samples for assay will be picked up 
twice during the season, at which time 
a government geologist will spend a 
few days with cach party. 

Prospectors will be flown into the 
bush country from Lac la Ronge or 
Flin Flon. They will gather at these 
two points May 27, where they will 
have an opportunity to choose partners 
for the season. Equipment will be 
loaned by the department so that each 
prospector will be compietely outfitted, 
with the exception of pack sacks, bed 
roll, and food supplies, Mr. Phelps 
said,

REGINA.—-February oil production 
in the Saskatchewan section of the 
Lloydminster field was almost four 
times that of February, 1947, Natural 
Resources Minister J. L. Phelps said 
recently. Output from 77 wells totalled 
65,125 barrels compared with 17,347 
barrels from the 19 wells which were 
operating in the Saskatchewan section 
in February, 1947 

Daily production during the month 
averaged 2,326 barrel a slight de 
crease from January's daily average 
output of 2,372 barrels

field during February, Mr. Phelps said, 
adding that exploration and develop- 
ment is expected to increase with the

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Correspondence School’s 
Enrolment For Studies Up 


REGINA.—-Number of pupils receiving tuition on grades one to eight from 
the Saskatchewan government correspondence school hag increased by 370 since 
June, 1947, as @ result of closing of rural schools in the province, Education Min- 


ister W. S. Lioyd said recently. 

Of the increase, 291 pupils receive 
full instruction from the correspon- 
dence school and 79 study under direc- 
tion of a teacher or other qualified 
person. 

Figures were not available on in- 
creased high school course enrolments 
due to schools closing down because 
such students apply individually for the 
courses, Mr. Lioyd said. 

Normal enrolment in the junior 
grades is approximately 1,000, but this 
figure has jumped to 1,245 this year, 
Mr. Lioyd said. Of the latter figure 
784 pupils receive full tuition and 461 
study under local supervision. 

Courses follow the curriculum out- 
lined by the department of education. 
They are prepared and written by cor- 
respondence school staff and pupils 
write the same departmental examina- 
tions as those attending day schools, 
Mr. Lioyd said. Public school corres- 
pondence courses are supplied free of 
charge to those qualifying for them. 

Four public school teachers at the 
government correspondence school look 
after work of 784 pupils, almost 200 
pupils per teacher. 

“This is nearly seven times the num- 
ber of pupils a teacher would be ex- 
pected to instruct under normal class- 
room conditions,” said Mr. Lloyd, 
stressing however that “high scholastic 
standards are maintained.” 


Seventeen high school instructors at 
the school direct the studies of over 
1,700 persons taking full-time tuition 
in the higher grades. 

A total of 8,576 persons receive high 
school correspondence courses for 
grades nine to 12. Full tuition is taken 
by 1,776; local tuition by 5,631 and 
1,269 courses are used by teachers as 
reference work. 

Percentage of students passing grade 
11 and 12 exams is high, Mr. Lloyd 
said. In examinations held last June, 
82.3 per cent passed grade 11 subjects 
and 85.6 per cent passed grade 12 sub- 
jects. 


REGINA.—Creamery butter produc- 
tion in February slumped 66,201 
pounds from output for the same month 
last year, according to @ Department of 
Agriculture dairy branch report. The 
1948 February total was 1,366,730 
pounds, while production for the same 
period last year was 1,432,931 pounds. 

Production in the southern section 
of the province rose 9.2 per cent., the 
central section experienced a 16 per 
cent. drop, and the northern section 
remained fairly steady with only @ 
slight decline in production. 


Irrigation, Conservation 


Said Vital For Land Use 


Increased agricultural production in 
Saskatchewan is directly related to the 
problem of rehabilitating soll through 
conservation and irrigation, Agriculture 
Minister I. C. Nollet told the legisla 
ture. 


Speaking in the budget debate, Mr. 
Nollet said that of the 60,000,000 cul- 
tivated acres in this province only 
8,000,000 acres are classed as very 
good to excellent productive lands, Re 
habilitation of the remaining 62,000,- 
000 acres, he said, is necessary {if the 
province is to increase its production. 


Period of settlement and subsequent 
production is gone and the province's 
farm population is now on & decline 
Of the 140,000 operating farm units in 
Saskatchewan in 1939 only 126,000 re 
main, he sald 


The future of farm production lies 
with the small farmer who must be en- 
couraged to rehabilitate his farm 
machinery and land resources. 

Mr. Nollet spoke in response to sug 
gestions by Jacob Benson (C C.F.-Last 
Mountain) that ministers outline work 
and policy of their various departments 
before M.L.A.’s are asked to debate on 
budget expenditures. 


The Minister of Agriculture stressed 
the need for an increased agricultural 
production in view of present world 
peeds, Such an increase had been 
proven possible through the efforts of 
farmers during war years. 

Cattle preduction had gone from 1,- 
147,000 pounds in 1939 to a 1945 peak 
of 2,000,000 pounds. Hog production 
rose from 500,000 in 1939 to 1,754,000 
in 1943 and poultry production from 
9,500,000 pounds in 1939 to 20,703, 
000 pounds in 1944, And all this had 
been accomplished when farmers were 
hampered by labor shortages, he said 

The agriculture department's budget 
for the coming year stressed soll con- 
servation and encouragement of larger 
forage crop production, Mr. Nollet said, 
adding that the latter point was par- 
tieularly important because attractive 
grain prices had reduced forage crop 
acreage. Because of this Saskatchewan 
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farmers each year had to import 1,000,- 
000 tons of fodder. 

The 1947 crop fatlure had resulted 
in P.F.A.A. payments of $15,000,000 to 
50,000 farmers—the largest payment 
ever made by P.F.A.A,, he said. 

He was confident that the provincial 
agriculture department policy for sup- 
plying feed and fodder during this per- 
iod had averted “a major disaster." 

Mr. Nollet commended his field staff 
and the agricultural representative ser- 
vice which, he said, had been largely 
responsible for locating feed and fod- 
der in areas spared by the drought 
Result of this search hads been the dis- 
covery of vast feed reserves which the 
department did not realize existed.

High School Students To Get 


Courses In General Science 


REGINA.-General science courses 
combining a number of science sub 
jects will be added to the course of 
study for Grade 11 and Grade We 
students in Saskatchewan schools, be- 
ginning with the eoming fall term, 
Henry Janzen, director of curricula, 
Department of Education, sald recently. 

The commencement of these courses 
in the senior high school grades will 
mark completion of their inclusion in 
high school curricula in the province. 
A general science course for Grade 9 
students was introduced at the begin- 
ning of the 1946-47 term, and a gen 
eral science course combining chemis- 
try, physics, biology, geology and ag- 
riculture is now being taught Grade 10 
students for the first time. 

The Grade 11 course to be introduced 
in the fall will differ from the Grade 
10 course in one main point—agricul- 
ture will be taught as a separate sub- 
ject in the senior grade. 

The new Grade 12 general science 
course will be optional, although {t is 
compulsory in the lower high school 
grades. Reason for this variation, Mr. 
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Janzen explained, is that the general 
science course deals with science in 
general terms, and is not suitable for 
students wishing to continue science 
studies at university following comple- 
tion of high school. 

Mr. Janzen emphasized that the gen 
eral science course for Grade 12 was 
designed particularly for the use of 
students who did not plan to continue 
their studies at a university following 
high school graduation. For those in 
tending to go on to university studies 
in selence, the regular Grade 12 science 
course would still be available and was 
especially intended for their use, he 
said 

Under the regular course, which 
compares with similar courses taught 
elsewhere in Canada, sciences such as 
chemistry, physics and biology are 
taught separately, as distinctly individ- 
ual subjects. 

Reason for the introdu of the 
new science courses to the fe 9 and 
Gradg 10 curricula was because of the 
emphasis now being placed on science 
in everyday life, Mr. Janzen explained.

There are two matters I must write to you about. (1) With 
regard to the se€asonal schools at Stanley and Pelican Narrows. 
4 very much regret to inform you that to date I have not been 
able to secure teachers for either one of these schools. Young 
University students who are not studying for theology seem to 
be able to demand very high wages for their summer's work, and 
they do not seem to be attracted by what we are able to offer 
them, especially when they are required to pay their own travelling 
expenses and added cost of board in the North. But I will 
continue in my endeavour to secure teachers because I am most 
anxious that these poor indians in the North be given at least 
some education. 


(2) the second matter I wish to discuss with you is the replacement 
ef our school at Lac la Konge. i understand that the sum of 
$200,000.00 was passed by Parliament for the building of a school 
in Northern Saskatchewan, at least I read something to this 

effect in the newpapers. Moreover, various rumors have reached 

me as to what the Government intends to do regarding rebuilding 
our schools at Onion Lake and Lac la RKonge. i wonder if 1 may 
trouble you to please let me know the mind of the Department in 
this matter. I know there were different ideas as to the location 
of the new school to replace the one at Lac la Ronge, but I have 

no definite word as to the mind of the Department on this question. 


St. Alban's School here is doing an excellent job of work and 

from my visits to the school I am pleased to see the happy 

condition of the children. Also it is a matter of great satisfactinn 
to me that the children who are attending the local High6chool 

are enjoying their work. if there is anything I can do'I shall 

be most happy to offer my services in any possible way. I 

think you can understand my desire that our indian boys and 

girls of this North country should be adequately provided for 

along the most important line of education.

With regard to seasonal schools, while we 
can not pay travelling expenses of students into these 
peeses, we can offer seasonal salaries that are high enough 

o help defray at least part of the travelling expenses, 
We could offer $150.00 a month for University students at 
Stanley and Pelican Narrows. 


We have been getting students to go in to 
Northern Ontario from the University of Toronto and the 
University of Eastern Ontario. 


I am leaving tonight for an inspection 
trip in Eastern Ontario but will expect to hear further 
from you with regard to these schools shortly after my 
return on May 15.

Your letter of May 10th arrived when I was 
away on an inspection trip at Manitoulin Island. However 
I had an opportunity of discussing the Lac la Ronge situation 
and your letter with Dr. Keenleyside, Mr. Jackson and Mr. 
Hoey this morning. 


The consensus of opinion is that we should be 
prepared to go ahead with the erection of a hostel at Lac la 
Ronge, This hostel could be conducted by the Missionary 
Society of the Church of England and the children would attend 
the Lac la Ronge Provincial School. As this 2% undoubtedly 


one of the trends in Indian Education which will be forthcoming 
from the deliberations of the Parliamentary Commtttee, it is 
felt that Lac la Ronge would be a good place in which to 
introduce such a program, Therefore, you can discuss the 
situation with Bishop Martin and the Reverend Principal of 

the present Prince Albert/Lac la Ronge School to find out the 
number of children for whom we should provide accommodation 
at Lac la Ronge., This is closely tied up with the future of 
the Prince Albert situation. A decision mst be reached as 

to whether we will continue to operate a school in the old 
Theological College or to concentrate our attentions on the 
Army Camp. From here it is somewhat difficult to make a firm 
decision but it would seem that a good Residential School in 
Prince Albert (at the Army Camp) and a hostel at Lac la Ronge 
would amply care for all the Anglican children in Northern 
Saskatchewan whom we are unable to reach with our day schools, 
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I know that Mr. Ostrander will have some 
objection to this proposal as he feels that the Educational 
system in Saskatchewan " not to be above reproach", 
However, I feel certain that the Parliamentary Committee 
is going to favour more and more, closer so-operation 
between our Education Division and the various Provincial 
Departments of Education. 


With regard to the second point raised 
concerning the opening of new day schools in Northern 
Saskatchewan, we can not at the present time enter into 
any written contract with the Provineial Department of 
Education. However, when the new Act is finally passed 
by Parliament, it is anticipated that provision will be 
made for such agreement and that we will then be able 
to come to the various Western Provinces with proposals 
for Education. Therefore, the more thoroughly you can 
acquaint yourself with conditions in the oe parts 
of these Provinces, the better we will be able fo approach 
the situation when the time arises, It will be quite 
alright for you to remain away from Ottawa until on in 
June as you propose. 


I realize that the above is a rather 
rambling letter but I hope it will brief you sufficiently 
to meet the Minister of Education in Regina on or about 
Tuesday, May 25th. Please find attached a draft letter 
which I am today sending over to Dr. Keenleyside for 
forwarding to the Honourable Mr. Lloyd.

I am in receipt of Department letter of the 14th instant, 
File 152-2-5 (#.1), in connection with Lac la Ronge Indian Residential School, 
Prince Albert Army Camp. 


The matters referred to were discussed with Superintendent &.S, 
Jones, of the Cerlton Agency, and Reverend C.W. Fisher, Principal of St. Alban's 
School, Prince Albert, on the 17th instant, and a decision made as to the additional 
buildings which will be immediately required for a proposed 200-pupil school. 


If you will refer to my letter of June Sth, 1948, File No. 1021-303- 
11 ACE., you will note that I asked that steps be taken to secure certain buildings 
referred to as Nos. 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 27, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, and 34. Some of 
these have already been secured, namely Nos. 23, 27, 29, 33, and 34. Nos. 21 and 31 
are now vacant and they, in addition to those already secured, should be immediately 
secured for the new school. All those mentioned in my letter of June 5th, File 1021- 
505-11 ACK., will eventually be needed. 


Assuming that Nos. 21 and 31 can be turned over to our Department for 
school use, 1 instructed Mr. Jones to have a plumber examine the buildinzs and give 
a quotation on preparation of the plumbin= and heating for immediate occupancy, which 
he will do, and submit requisitions to the Department at once, 


Plans were also mede for removins some partitions and installing 
others in the differert buildings which we propose using. Some consideration was 
ziven to using materiaic on hand for the erection of the partitions, but we found 
that’ no suitable material was on hand for this purpose, therefore Mr. Jones is 
prepering a requisition to be forwarded immediately to the Department for partition 
material and any other materials needed over and above the materials now on hand, 

A requisition in this connection will be submitted by Mr. Jones at once after he 

has secured locel prices. It was too late on Saturday to secure prices when we 

had finished our plans. As I had no information as to the quantity of beds, bedding, 
etc. to be shipped from Ghapleau, it was impossible to prepare a requisition for 
these. That requisition will have to wait until Mr. Fisher secures the information 
from the former Principal at the Chapleau School as to the shipment from there, 


It has been my plan to use the main pert of Buildin: No. 27, the 
drill hell, for a recreation building, the lean-to part thereof to be used for t 
laundry, sewing-room, storage space, and for menual trainine. This lean-to part 
has its own heatin- plant, and will be very easy to heat. The main pert of the 
building is heated by two large circulating heaters which Mr. Fisher has been inform- 
ed will use two tons of coal a day to heat in cold weather. This may appear to be 
rether expensive heating for a school with a pupilage of 200. Certainly it is not 
too expensive if the school eventually has a povulation of 400, which, I believe, 
should be planned on from the beginning, notwithstanding the doubt of the Church 
officials in that regard. Some work is needed on the lean-to of Buildine No. 27, 
and Mr. Jones will prepare a requisition in that connection. Very little work is 
needed to prepare the min part of the building. 


The interiors of all of the buildinzs which we will use require paint 


and I am sure that the Juantity of paint referred to in your letter will not be 
sufficient, therefore another requisition will be submitted for the paint. The 


floor of that part of...e.. 
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floor of that part of Building No. 38@which will be used for the dining-room 
certainly needs improvement. It is badly chewed with Army boots and it is 
useless to paint it in its present condition. Surfacing with veneer and 
battleship linoleum is recommended for this floor, and a requisition will be 
submitted by Mr. Jones in connection therewith. 


Preparations are being made to place six classrooms all in 
Building No. 23. Partitions, plumbing, redecoration and blackboards are required 
for these classrooms. 


t is proposed to use Buildings Nos. 29, 50, and 31 (when secured) 
for children's dormitories, playrooms, and cloakrooms. Approximately 65 pupils 
will sleep in each of these buildines, and each building will have a playroom and 
accomodation for two staff members, Mr. Fisher's request for playroom space in 
each of these buildings resulted from his fear that the main part of the drill hall 
will be too expensive to heat during all of the cold weather. 


Building “0, 21 is to be prepered for staff quarters by partitions 
and re-arrangement of plumbing, heating, etc., and redecoration. 


Building No. 38 the centre pert of which is the kitchen, refrigerator, 
etc., and is an "H" hut, one side of which will be the dining-room, is to be prepared 
On the one side for a suite for the Principal, and a Chapel. The whole of this 
building needs redecoration in addition to the improvement of the floor, as previous- 
ly referred to, for that part which is to be used for the dining-room. 


I may say with rezerd to the whole, the cost of preparing these 
buildings will fer exceed $2,000.00, and I would appreciate bein: advised of the 
total amount available in the event that it is all needed.

I am in receipt of Department letter of the 15th instent, 
File 115-1-9 (K.1), in connection with the lac la Ronze School (Prince Albert), 
and the report of ly. O.A.F. Clark on his visit there recently. I am quite in 
agreement with the proposal to clear and break as much as possible of the areas 
numbered 1, 2, and 3, on Mr. Clark's rough plen, which is returned herewith. 
I am instructing Superintendent &.S. Jones to proceed with an expenditure up to 
$350.00 to clear and break this land, if possible, this year. I notice the 
acreazes shown by Mr. Clark, approximately 6 acres in Plot Mo. 1; 2 acres in 
Plot No. 2; and 3 acres in Plot No. 3. I believe the acreage shown is about 
correct for Plots Nos. 2 and 3, but I went over the other area referred to as 
Plot No. 1, and I am reasonably certain that it is considerably less than 6 acres. 
The whole of the area might contain close to 6 acres, but a considerable part of 
it is useless clay subsoil, which has been removed from the area shown as the 
play area, and it is unsuitable for growing any carden produce. I believe the total 
area.which can be usefully broken and cultivated in Plot No. 1 is about Sk to 4 
acres. However, we need as much of it as we can cet, and will break up all thet 
is useful. 


I am endeavouring to ascertain the possibility of acquiring the 
land shown in Mr. Clark's plan as “available on lease from city", which I believe 
contains about 40 acres. Mr. Jones was instructed to interview the officiels 
concerned, and advise me as soon as possible, as to the possibility of acquiring 
this on lease. There is, in addition to this, an srea of approximately 16 acres 
immediately to the south of the area shown in Mr. Clark's plan as “orchard, garden, 
poultry, stable’. This can be purchased, I understand, for $2500.00. 


I instructed Mr. Jones to ascertain the possibility of buying this 
land, and if it can be bought for $2500.00 I wuld recommend that we buy. I do 
not think it can be leased. 


With regard to the poultry house and the keeping of hens, no 
poultry has been kept at this school, but Reverend Mr. Fisher wishes to keep a 
flock of chickens, and intends to buy 200 chicks next spring if he has suitable 
facilities in which to keep them. The building referred to as a poultry house, 
and the yard immediately adjacent thereto, can be made suitable for keeping 
chickens, but the expenditure in this connection might well be delayed until next 
spring. 


Work is progressing favourably, by day lebour, in preparing the 


necessary buildings for the school, is being done very economically, and will 
prove quite satisfactory to all concerned.

A contract was entered into with Struther's 
Construction to clear and bring under cultivation Se acres 
of land at a cost of $175.00 per acre. Mr. Ostrander's 
letter No. 1670-313-11 dated August 26th, 1948. 


It will be noted this firm cleared and 
brought under cultivation seven acres not 34 as authorized. 


The area was gone over by Mr. Struther's and 
myself subsequent to commencement of clearing, and I did 
not estimate there were seven acres in the plot or that 
the whole plot could be cleared. 


The work was carried out during my absence, 
and I accept part of the responsibility. However, the error 
has this redeeming feature, the plot will provide sufficient 
garden acreage for the school for all times and the 
expenditure would have to be made sooner or later.

I am in receipt of Department letter of the 21st instant, 
Pile 656-5 (£.1), in connection with the clearing of land for the 
Lac la Ronge School at Prince Albert. 


In this connection I have to say that when it was 
decided to ask for authority to clear the land for the garden, it 
was thought that only 34 acres could be cleared and broken. Consequent-~ 
ly, authority was asked on the basis of 34 acres at a cost of $175.00 
an acre. Mr. Jones instructed the Hugh Struther's Construction Company 
to clear, break, and prepare for garden all the land in the block. 
In his absence they cleared and broke the whole of it before they took 
any measurements. When they measured it they found that it was 7 acres 
instead of 34, and have naturally asked for payment for the whole 7 
acres at $175.00 an acre. 


This was discussed with Mr. Jones on my last visit to 
Prince Albert, and I examined the work which had been done. There is 
no doubt that the area is 7 acres, and it provides an excellent garden 
plot for use of the school, therefore I would strongly recommend that 
Carlton Agency Voucher No. 1106 for $1,225.00, be paid as the products 
from the garden in future years should well justify the expenditure.

The purchase 
order number has been recorded on the voucher in connection 
with purchases made from the Prince Albert Lumber Co. 


Authority was not obtained in connection with the account 
submitted by the P. A. General Electric. This work had 

to be done to permit the operation of the school. I am 
aware authority should have teen obtained before materials 
were purchased, but it has been impossible for me to 
attend to my work in the field and prepare requisitions 
for purchases of materials in advance in connection with 
alterations of school buildings. 


The result has been, the work has been carried: out econ- 
omicaly, and all phases have passed Provincial and City 
regulations; but to avoid laying off men, I have made 
purchases without first obtaining authority. These accounts 
are now being prepared and will be in the hands of the 
Department in the near future. 


The above action was unavoidable; had I had field men to 
relieve me of at least some of the travel to distant 
Reserves, Department instructions could have been complied 
with. 
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When all accounts have been received I will furnish a 
detailed report, covering what has been done, and what in 
my opinion, remains to be done. 


In the mean time a chimney is under construction in the 
laundry, end the electricians are completing wiring of 
the Principal's quarters.

May I suggest holding up payment for the new washer 
until the matter referred to in the attached copy 
of letter to Stanley Brock Ltd receives further 
attention. 

The Reverend Principal told me to-day that he 
had certified the account for payment yesterday. 
tT am hoping that this letter will go forward in 
the same mail. Normally there is no mail out of 
here on Saturdays. 

Mr. Supt. Jones is out of town to-day and I did 
not wish to delay attention to this matter. It is, 
of course, only one factor in retarding the setting- 
up of laundry equipment here. Other factors are: 


Tliness of the engineer, Mr. Waterhouse; 

The gordon's boiler is still at local foundry; 

The boiler inspector has to certify the boilers; 

I have not finalized a diagram for the 
installation which will permit the addition of 
other units as they become available. The 
dimensions of the space available are not those 
on which we were counting. 

The Chapleau machinery requires overhead shafting 
which cannot be arranged here. With some re- 
conditioning and thoughtful installation it 
would be usable elsewhere. 


The plan here is to combine the new units with 
those from St. Albans! which, though individually 
good, are collectively the cause of too long a 
working day and detract from school efficiency.

Dear Sir: 


Some time ago I wrote you regarding the lack of progress 
being made in the completion of the "set-up" of All Saints School, 
and in response to your Night Letter, I talked over quite frankly all 
the matters I had written about in my letters, with Mr. Clark. But 
I cannot say that things are very much better. 


As possibly you may be aware, Mr. Clar« has been in Prince 
Albert at least twice since the go ahead signal was given to get the 
Barracks buildings ready for occupation. He has submitted certain 
plans and suggestions to the Indian Affairs Branch, covering Laundry, 
Garden, Dormitories, Hospital, and What-not? And with all this things 
are still going round in circles. The fact seems to be that no one 
person appears to have authority to really do things. To me it some- 
times appears that the local Indian Agent and Mr. “lark are at cross 
purposes. Mr. Jones had one plan, and Mr. Clark comes in and scraps 
the plan. This is what has happened in connection with the laundry. 
The result is, whether Mr. Clark's plan is the better or not, the fact 
remains, that while we have the laundry equipment, we still have no 
laundry at All Saints, and all laundry is being done at St. Alban's 
for both schools, which while it was all right as a temporary measure 
(for a few weeks) is not suitable for the length of time we have been 
operating. 

The cause of the trouble is in my opinion, that no overall 
plan was drawn up for the setting up of the school from the point of 
view of the utilizing of the buildings to the best advantage. I feel 
that an architect should have been employed to have drawn the plang. 
Nothing of this kind was done. 


Then the Government did not appropriate enough money for the 
carrying out of the work. I understand $10,000.00 was allowed. Again 
not enough men have been employed. The idea seems to have been also to 
get the job done as cheaply as possible, though at the same time some 
men employed have received top wages. Our own Mr. Waterhouse has done 
a considerable amount of the plumbing work. And so it goes on. 


I wonder if you can tell me just what Mr. Clark's position 
is. I know what his official title is. But he seems to have so much 
to say re the planning of the school, and yet appears to have little 
authority to spend mower to get things done. And in the end I feel 
I am getting blamed all’round for many things for which [ am not 
responsible. I do wish some action could be taken to get things really 
finished.

Lac la Ronge Residential Schools, 


Complaints by Bhurch Officials. 


As mention of my activities in regard 
to this school is frequently being made, the Director 
may wish a resume of my attempts to follow the 
instructions which you gave me in October to expedite 
matters. 


With one exception, any lay-outs or 
alterations that I am said to have demanded are in 
these files and copies were furnished to our field 
officials, the Principal and the workmen on the job. 
The one exception is the latest suggestion for a laundry 
installation im»Hut 33 of which I made only one drawing 
to scale and gave that to the Principal with an oral 
description only to Mr. Superintendent Jones. I have 
not seen or heard that any other plans or alterations 
were ever finalized on paper, The plans, if any, for 
the Principal's residence, married quarters and staff 
rooms were largely, I believe, determined by the Principal 
himself and he had more time and o portunity than anyone 
else to supervise construction and prevent the causes 
for complaints now being received. 


As the records show, I did in August 
intervene in regard to the classrooms so as to plan 
adequate fenestration and blackboard space with some 
attention to heating. 


I accept full responsibility for planning 
the infirmary which is usable as a dormitor, ror both 
boys and girls during periods when attendance may be 
low and dormitories 29, 30 and 31 may be closed. 


I was not authorized to reduce the 

allotment of air space in dormitories. In buildings 

ten feet high and twenty-three feet wide single beds 
would be allowable along each wall on a scale of one 
every four feet, Thus a dormitory wing 100 feet long 
could accommodate fifty beds with little space between. 
For the pupilage of 210 the dormitory space used should 
be 460 feet in length at a minimum and if reasonable 

pacing of beds is desired 525 feet is suggested. In 
either case it requires two buildings and a considerable 
part of a third building to accommodate 210 pupils, staff 
and storage facilities. 
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The Regional Supervisor 
has indicated that there might well be some staff 
adjustments. Some of the personnel concerning whom 
the Principal expressed to me varying degrees of 
dissatisfaction are:

~’'T have just returned from @ visit to the Lac la Ronge 
Indian Residential School and I find that Mr. Mayo is making 
a remarkably good job of bringing order out of chaos at that 
school. He has been informed that he is to be replaced by a 
Reverend Mr. Scrase on the 15th of this month. 


Mr. Mayo is very conscientious, and although he took 
temporary charge of the Lac la Ronge School, following the death 
of the Reverend Mr. C.W. Fisher, more or less unwillingly, he would 
now be glad to continue to the end of the present term. 


I would be very glad if the officials of the M.S.C.C. 
could be persuaded to delay the appointment of Mr. Scrase at that 
school until after the 30th of June. I do not know Mr. Scrase, 
and it may be presumption on my part to suggest that he will not 
be as successful as Mr. Mayo, in setting up the school. However, 
I have a great deal of confidence in Mr. Mayo, and his sound 
judgment, and I do not like to see another change of principals 
during the present term. The management of the school has suffered 
greatly by inefficiency during this term, and conditions will 
certainly not be improved by making another change of principals 
toward the end of the term. Mr. Mayo did not ask me to write on 
his behalf, but he did inform me that he is willing to stay until 
the end of the term if it is considered desirable. 


For the first time since the school was opened, Mr. Jones, 
our Superintendent, feels that real progress is being made, and 
that, in Mr. Mayo, he has a man with whom he can really do business. 
In fairness to Mr. Jones I believe that every effort should be 
made to persuade the Church Authorities to allow Mr. Mayo to 
remain at least until the end of June. 


Authority has not yet been received for repairing the 
Principal's residence, damaged by fire, therefore the residence 
cannot possibly be ready for occupancy by Mr. Scrase and his family 
on the 15th of February. Mr. Mayo is living at a hotel in Prince 
Albert, at the expense of the school, and if Mr. Scrase arrives 
with his family, in Prince Albert on the 15th of February, they, 
too, will have to live at the hotel. This suggests that it is 
unwise to move Mr. Scrase to Prince Albert at the present time. The 
whole of the interior of the Principal's residence is covered with 
ice and littered with debris of all kinds. Naturally, all of the 
windows are broken, and have to be closed up temporarily in order 
to heat the building sufficiently to thaw out the ice and clean it 
out in preparation for repairing. From its present appearance I 
would say that it will take sevéral days of heating the building 
before any action can be taken to repair it, consequently it will 
be seen that it is impossible to have it ready by the 15th of 
February, in view of the fact that authority has not yet been received 
to commence. The contractor has suggested that it will take about 


two weeks to do the work...«. 
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two weeks to do the work from the date of commencement. 
Possibly it can be done in two weeks, but I am extremely doubtful.

Mrs. Davidson left ehe building at 7.30 a.m. for breakfast 
in the dining hall. Mr. Kirton, Department of Public Works caretaker 
walked past the building at 8.00 a.m. and neither Mrs. Davidson nor 
Mr. Kirton noted any indication of fire. However, when Mr. Kirton 
returned to his home at 8.15 a.m. he saw smoke pouring out of one 
wind6w of the building. He raised the alarm and called the City 
Fire Department. I arrived at 8.25 a.m., the fire department 
arrived and were in action at 8.30 a.m. 


When the fire was extinguished, Mr. Fred Turner, City Fire 
Chief, and I examined the building. The east end of the building 
was badly burned but not beyond repair. The office and storage 
quarters were damaged only by'smoke and water. The school supplies 
stored in the west end of the building were slightly damaged by smoke 
and water but practically all are usable. 


The whole of the furnishings supplied by our Branch for the 
Principal's living quarters must be considered a total loss, with the 
exception of one bed outfit, which can be refinished. The refrigerator 
and electric stove were salvaged and placed in the Agency Warehouse. 

Mr. Ramag, Department of Public Works, has since condemned both 
declaring them useless and in the case of the refrigerator, a menace. 
He made arrangements for both articles to be demolished. A

With reference to Department letter of the lst instant, 
File 656-5 (E.1), returning Carlton Agency Voucher #42 in favour 
of the M. & K. Plumbing and Heating Company, Prince Albert, for 
$1559.17, enclosed is copy of @ letter received from Superintendent 
E.S. Jones, of the Carlton Agency, in this connection. Also enclosed 
are rough drafts prepared by Mr. C.A.F. Clark, on which most of 
the work covered by this voucher was outlined. 


I discussed this matter with Superintendent Jones when 
I visited the Carlton Agency recently, and our examination of the 
invoicesat that time disclosed the fact that the invoices which 
showed expenditure of $667.41 on Hut #21, and $891.76 on Hut #30 
were not entirely correct as to the buildings on which the expend- 
iture took place. On $891.76 shown as Hut #30, approximately 
$640.00 should have been shown as expended on Building #33 for 
the purpose of converting part of that building into a laundry. 
The discrepancy was not noticed when the voucher was originally 
submitted. 


Plan& had been made, and work commenced to install the 
laundry machinery in Building 497 (lean-to of the drill hall). 
In Mr. Jones' absence the late Reverend Mr. Fisher apparently 
persuaded Mr. Clark to change Mr. Jones! plans and have the 
laundry in Building #33 which, I am certain, was a mistake. The 
original intention was to have the laundry, storage place for 
clothing, and sewing and mending room all under one roof. The 
lean-to of Building #27 was quite suitable for this purpose. 
Under the present arrangement the clothing has to be washed in 
Building #33 and this results in a lot of carrying of clothing 
back and forth betwean that building and Building #27 for mending 
and storage purposes. 


At the time of ry last visit to the Lac la Ronge School, 
the 3rd and Ath of February, the plumbers were completing the 
installation of the laundry machinery in Building #33, and arrange- 
ments had been made to try it the following day, the 5th of February. 
As I had returned to Regina the night of the 4th and 5th, I was 
not there when the laundry machinery was put to work, but the remarks 
of Mr. Jones in the last paragraph of the letter enclosed would 
indicate that they had trouble with the water lines in the laundry 
as the result of freezing. I am not surprised at this, and there 
is no doubt in my mind that the leundry will heve to be installed 
in Building #27, as originally intended. 


The part of Building #33 in which the laundry was installed 
was the kitchen. The kitchen ranges and other kitchen equipment 
were moved out of the space in order to install the laundry machinery. 
The expense in this connection was not serious, but the installation 
of the laundry machinery cost a considerable amount of money, which 
may be considered to have heen wasted. Mr. Mayo is now in charge 
at the Lac la Ronge School, and he admits that there was a serious 
mistake made in not installing the laundry machinery in Building #27 
and he is auite satisfied that it must be installédiwan that building 
before it will be satisfactory. He even suggested “iat if it was 
decided by the Demrtment that it was the fault of the late Mr. Fie*<* 
that the change was made without Mr. Jones! approval, he would prefer 
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to see all of the cost of re-assembling the laundry machinery 

in Building #27 assumed by the school than to see the laundry 
kept in its present unsatisfactory location. This, of course, 
will be a matter for the Department to decide with the Church 
Authorities. In any case, regardless of the decision as to who 
should pay the cost of re-installing the machinery in Building 
#27, it should be done in the spring as soon as the weather is 
suitable. I have instructed Mr. Jones to have the M. & K. Plumbing 
Company submit a quotation covering the change immediately after 
the end of the present fiscal year, and I have informed him that 
I shall recommend it. 


In the meantime I would recommend that Voucher #42 
for $1,559.17, be paid, as the work referred to therein was 
performed, and, the M. & K. Plumbing and Heating Company should 
be paid.

About the 23rd of April you forwarded 
to me & copy of a letter wiich you had received 
from Mr. Scrase, Principal of the Lec la Ronge 
Residential School. I wrote to Superintendent 
Jones at the time, end have now received the 
following reply: 


"Regarding Mr. Scrase’ letter to 
Canon Cook, a copy of which was enclosed 
with your letter. Due to the number of fires 
started in the various buildings due to the 
careless use of electrical appliances, the 
City Fire Marhsal forbid their use. 

For example, the new ironer 
supplied. The night watchman went on duty 
at 6.00 p.m., entering the laundry he found 
the ironer bursting into flames. Cause, 
switch left on when building was vacated. On 
two other occasions en ordinury electric iron 
was left plugged in, the building vacated, 
when discovered the irons had burned into the 
table half en inch, 

On one inspection, the Fire Chief 
found heaters and hot plates left switched 
on in steff rooms when the occupents were out, 
hence his ruling that no electric appliances 
were to be used in staff bedrooms, 
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Turning to the sesond last paragraph 
of Mr. Screse'’ letter regarding the staff 
threatening to resign, Mr. “crase admitted 
to me yesterday that it would be a blessing 
if half of the present staff would resign, 


In view of the fire that previously 
occurred at this school, the Department is very 
much concerned about Mr. Jones’ report. We would, 
therefore, appreciate eny action you could take 
to point out to the members of the staff the extreme 
necessity for exercising every possible precaution, 


Mr. Ostrender ani Mr. Jones are 
giving careful consideration to additional 
alterations that may be required at this school, 
end I expect to receive a report from them in the 
near future. When it is recei ved, we will give 
it careful attention.

I am in receipt of Department letter of the 5th instant, 
File 656-5 (E.1), with which was enclosed copy of a letter which 
the Director received from Reverend H.G. Cook, of the Anglican 
Indian School Administration, and relating to the expenditure of 
$674.51 in hotel accomodation, meals, etc. for the Principals of 
the Lac la Ronge Indian Residential School while awaiting preparation 
of suitable accomodation for them on the school premises. 


While it may be true that the Church Authorities were 
put to some expense through the fact that there was no residence 
accomodation for the Principals at the Lac la Ronge School for 
@ period, it does not appear to me that it was all the fault of 
the Department. It will be remembered that it was fully understood 
when the new Lac la Ronge School was to be opened at Prince Albert 
that until it was open and completed for operation, the late 
Reverend C.W. Fisher would act as Principal at that school and also 
at the St. Alban's School. He had accomodation for himself at the 
St. Alban's School, for which the Department was paying Demy, 
The fact that Mr. Fisher was physically unsuited to such a difficult 
position is certainly not the fault of the Department. If he had 
been physically suited, much of our difficulty in connection with 
this school would have been lessened, and some considerable 
proportion of the cost of the opening of the new Lac la Ronge School 
would also have been less under proper management. 


It is my opinion that it would be reasonable for our 
Department to make a grant to the Church of a portion of the cost 
of providing accomodation for Mr. Mayo and the Reverend Mr. Scrase. 
Certainly I do not think’that our Department should pay all of it 
as it covered meals, as well as hotel accomodation. I would recommend _ 
that an amount of $300.00 be granted tothe M.S.C.C. as what ) e

In connection with the fire in January last which 
destroyed the building fitted up as a Principal's Residence, we have just 
effected a settlement with our insurance company. In forwarding their 
cheque the Company write as follows and ask that we take the matter up 
with you in order that the inspection recommended may be expedited. 


"The buildings used by the School Administration are converted 
Army Huts, and in making his inspection and investigation for 
the Federal Government, Mr. Ramage of the Department of Public 
Works made recommendation to his Chief that the wiring in all 
buildings should be inspected by a competent licenced, regis~ 
tered electrician and that all chimneys be stripped and examined 
to make sure that an adequate air space should be left between 
the chimneys and wood-work. 


As we understand this loss was caused by the wood-work being 
built tight against the chimney, we would much appreciate if 
Canon Cook would use his influence to have the inspection re- 
commended by Mr. Ramage carried out as quickly as possible, 
so as to prevent any further fire occurring from the same 
cause or from the electric wiring.” 


The suggestion of Mr. Ramage appears to be very 
sound and it is suggested that it is in the interest of all concerned 
that the inspection of wiring and of space between chimneys and adjacent 
wood-work be carried out at the earliest possible date.

With reference to your letter of May llth, 21+107 S.A,x Building 
No. 22 is one of the H-huts at Bx-122 A.B.T.C. and has been mentioned in 
previous correspondence from this office, file No. 17-303-11AC8 of January 
Sth and 402-303-11ACB of February 28th. 


Soon efter our Branch obtained possession of buildings at the 
Training Centre for School and Agency purposes, building No. 22 was re- 
quested, but the Provincial Department of “atural Resources and Industrial 
Development had been given a lease by Public Works, the length of which 
wes rather indefinite. The Provincial Government would not release the 
building to Publie Works on account of some of their steff living in 
suites in one-half of the building, the excuse being that living quarters 
were not available in the city of Prince “lbert. This is where Mr. Hewett 
entered the discussion, and I would gather from Mr. Churchman's letter 
that he is the last Provincial Forestery Yfficer residing in the building 
and his tenure would end on April 50th, 1949 if Mr. Jones was agreeable. 


After the quarters which had been prepered for the Principal's 
residence were badly demaged by fire, it was suggested thet if building~ 
No. 22 could be obtained in time for alterations that the demaged 
building need not be repaired for Mr. Scrase. 


I wuld suggest if this has not clarified the matter that you 
disonss»the situation with either Mr. Neary or Mr. C.A.¥. Clark, as they 
both have a thorough knowledge of the set-up at Ex-122. Major Clark has 
spent considerable time on inspection at the site and could furnish you 
with complete information regarding location and other details in relation 
to the proximity of buildings now occupied by our Branch.

With reference to Army Message dated May 23rd and my 
reply dated May 24th in connection with the situation at the 
Lac La Ronee School in Prince Albert. I quote the Departments 
Army Message exactly as it arrived in my office. 


" canon Cook disturb threats resignation stop 
Lac La Ronge School Prince Albert stop can you report 
on additional alterations and equipment required stop 
funds available now but may not be in July as no indic~ 
ation supplementary estimates stop has Jones reports 
Principals residence as requested official letter 
May 10." 


It will be seen that the wording of this Army Message 
ae it reached me made it very difficult to understand. In the 
first place I had not received a copy of official letter of 
‘May LOth presumed to have been sent to Mr. Jones. Now, upon 
enquiry and examination of the files in the office of the 
Carlton Agency, I find that Mr. Jones has not received a letter 
from the Department dated May 10th in connection with the Lac 
La Ronge School. Therefore, I am assuming that the Army Message 
refers to Department letter of May llth which relates to matters 
regarding the Lac La Ronge School and in particular to living 
quarters for the Principal. 


I telephoned from Prince Albert to Mr. Scovill in my 
office at Regina and was informed that the confirmation of the 
Army Message changed it only to the extent that the word "stop" 
following the word "resignation" should be "staff". 
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Some of the staff at the Lac La Ronge School have been 
threatening to resign at different times for months. I can only 
repeat what has been stated in a letter Mr. Jones addressed to 
the Department recently, the resignation of some of these would 
result in no serious loss to the Lac La Ronge School. 


Part of the cause of dissatisfaction among the staff 
recently has been the result of an order from the Fire Chief 
for the city of Prince Albert, that certain electrical equipment 
must not be used in some of the buildings, where the wiring is 
not suited for the use of such equipment. We have had one 
serious fire in these buildings which resulted in the loss of 
the building intended for the Principal's residence and it was 
found that the cause was due to faulty wiring. There have been 
other threatened fires in some of the buildings for the same 
reason. It is my opinion that the order with regard to the use 
of electrical equipment in these buildings should be strictly 
followed. 


On examination of building No. 22 today, which is the 
first opportunity I have had to examine that particular 
building, I found that it was wired with conduit in accordance 
with the requirements of Prince Albert City regulations, 
therefore, safe to use with all kinds of electrical equipment. 
I would now recomzend that Building No. 21 be re-wired with 
conduit to conform with city regulations, 4s different kinds 
of electrical equipment should be used in that particular 
building, in view of the fact that it is used for the purpose 
of an infirmary, and the wiring must be as safe as possible. A 
requisition in this connection will be submitted by lr. Jones 
as soon as he obtains a quotation thereon. 


Again referring to Building No. 22. This building has 
actually returned to the control of the Department of Public 
Works and very soon will be available for the use of the Lac La 
Ronge Residential School for school purposes. With this in 
mind, Rev. Scrase, Mr. Jones and I examined the building today 
with a view to preparing it for use. I have arranged with 
Mr. Norman Thompson, Regional Architect, Department of Public 
Works, Saskatoon, to have a blue print prepared regarding 
necessary changes in this building for school purposes. When 
Mr. Jones has received the blue print, he will submit a requis- 
ition and quotations to the Department at once to carry out the 
proposed alterations in that building. 
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When the alterations have been completed in Building 
Wo. 22, it will provide room for the following: Chapel, four 
fairly large rooms for single members of the staff, one two- 
roomed suite which will be used by the Matron as a bedroom and 
living room and office combined, three three-roomed suites 
for married members of the school staff, also a staff sitting 
room. 


Some of the dissatisfaction of the staff results from 
the fact thet the classroom teachers have been given very small 
private rooms in the dormitories and they feel that this is not 
satisfactory to them. They say that having spent the day in 
the classroom with the children, they should not have to assume 
responsibility for their care in the dormitories through the 
night. I am inclined to agree, however, I certainly think we 
should insist upon one member of the staff, not a teacher, 
sleeping in a private room connected with the dormitories for 
obvious reasons. 


It is to be hoped that the necessary formalities may be 
completed at this end in order to make use of the funds now 
available by the end of June and we are all acting with that in 
view. 


The matter which has been the cause of the greatest 
controversy in connection with the Lac La Ronge School has been 
the living quarters for the Principal. I believe Rev. Scrase 
is doing and will do excellent work in connection with the 
management of the Lac La Ronge School. For that reason [I 
would like to see him settled with suitable living quarters 
separate from all other buildings. Therefore, I would recomm-~ 
end that Building No. 2 be made suitable for a Principal's 
residence. This Building was turned over to our Department 
some time ago and from time to time consideration has been given 
to the best means of putting it to use. I have now concluded 
that it 1s the building which should be prepared for the 
principal's residence. I heve discussed this with Mr. Jones 
and Mr. Scrase and they both agree. The cost of putting this 
building in good shape for the Principal's residence would 
probably be as much as $4.000.00, which I do not consider too 
high a price to pay for a suitable residence for a Principal of 
A residential School. 


When the architect visits Prince Albert this week in 
connection with the other matters at the Lac La Ronge School, 
he is being asked to prepare plans for renovating Building No.2. 
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Mr. Jones will then take the necessary action to prepare 4 
requisition and obtain quotations toward that end, submitting 
them to the Department at the earliest possible date in the 
hope that the work can be carried out within the month of June. 


I may say in connection with these proposals that I aa 
well aware that we will have difficulties in carrying out als 
of the proposals be the end of June, after which I understand 
there may not be funds available for the purpose. However, I 
trust that, if it is found impossible to have the work completed 
within the required time, a further appropriation may be 
secured, 


I wish to @ay definitely at this time, that the 
situation with regard to Lac La Ronge School and the future 
thereof, is not as disturbing as the Department has been led 
to believe. All matters are gradually coming under the 
control of those chiefly concerned, Rev. Scrase and Mr. Jones. 

I have never had any doubt as to the ability of Mr. Jones to 
carry out the necessary work in this connection, if he is given 
the required authority and support. After meeting Rev. Scrase 
today, I am prepared to say that I have little doubt as to the 
ability of Rev. Scrase to do his share towards that end.

As @ result 
of this investigation and discussion Mr. Ostrander recommended as follows:- 


(a) That building #2, one of the old R.C-M.P. houses, be fixed up as the 
Principal's Residence. 


(b>) That Hut #22 be fixed up to include Chapel, matron's quarters, staff 
sitting room, three suites for married personnel and six single rooms 
for staff members. 


(c) That the Hospital building be re-wired and battleship linoleum put on 
the floors. 


Mr. Ostrander has had a draftsman in Prince Albert taking measurements 
for plans covering the above and it is understood that, as soon as these plans 
are ready, contractors will be invited to bid on the work. 


In view of the fact, as advised your Branch previously on several occa~ 
sions, that we are experiencing great difficulty in retaining steff at this 
School because of the lack of proper or suitable staff accommodation, it will 
be appreciated if you will give favourable consideration to the work as soon 
as possible after you receive the tenders, You will agree, I am certain, that 
in the circumstances it is of the highest importance that *his work be com- 
pleted at an early date and particularly before the staff re-assemble for the 
fall term.

It is most unfortunate that Mr. Scrase was away at the time 
of Mr. Busby's visit and also most unfortunate that Mr. Busby did not con- 
sult your Mr. Jones, rather than our subordinate employees, the handyman 
and laundry operator, regarding the location of the laundry. As you will 
appreciate, while the opinion or views of such employees are acceptable from 
the standpoint of the actual set-up of the machinery and of the mechanical 
condition of the equipment, their views on its location are of no value be~- 
cause they have no knowledge of the factors affecting the overall operation 
and administration of the School. 
iz So far as we are aware here, the laundry machinery itself and 
the actual layout of the machinery are satisfactory but, as you know, we 
have consistently maintained from the time this School was opened that the 
laundry should be located in the Drill Hall in proximity to our storerooms, 
and sewing and mending rooms. The constant carrying of the soiled clothes 
to the laundry and of the washed articles back to the Drill Hall involves 

great amount of unnecessary labour and loss of time. 


It will be appreciated, thereforo, if you will proceed with 
the moving of the laundry to the Drill Hall in accordance with the agreement 
reached in your office on 20th June, 1949, and the instructionswhich we under- 
stand you already have given to Mr. Jones, your local Superintendent.

We received your letter of July 22nd with 


reference to the laundry at the above school. It is 
noted that you recommend that the laundry machinery be 
transferred from its present location to the drill hall. 
It is our understanding that at the present 
time the drill hall is used for storage of the school 
truck and automobiles. We also understand that the 
toilets which were originally located in this building 
were removed, It would also be necessary to install a 
new chimney and a hot water tank. Considerable cleaning 
would also be necessary in this building, as part of 
it hes been used for the storage of coal. 

From the information contained in the letter 
from Mr. Busby, it was evident that the new laundry machinery 
hes been properly installed and presumably is giving 
satisfactory service, To remove it to another building 
will involve considerable expense, and there is a possibility 
that the new location would also have certein disadvantages. 
It appears to us that the present method of transferring 
the clothes to and from the building where the laundry 
machinery is located should not present any unsurmountable 
difficulties. 

Taking the above into consideration, we 
believe that the laundry mechinery should remain in the 
present building.

It is our understanding that at the 
present time the drill hall iswed for storage 
of the school truck and automobiles. e also 
understand that the toilets which were originally 
located in this building were removed. It would 
also be necessary to instell a new chimney and a 
hot water tank. Considerable cleaning would also 
be necessary in this building, 4s pert of it has 
been used for the storage of coal. 


From the information contained in 
the letter from Mr. Busby, it wes evident that the 
new leundry machinery hes been properly installed 
and presumably is giving satisfactory service. 
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To remove it to another building will involve 
considerable expense, and there is a possibility 
that the new location would also have certain 
disedvantages, It appeers to us that the present 
method of transferring the clothes to and from

Reference is made to letter 656-5 (E.1) dated October 20, 
1949 in connection with Agency Vouchers No. 642 (107) and 
664 (107). 


Due to the fact that almost weekly last Spring and 
Summer weaknesses developed in the heating and water system at 
the All Saints Residential School, I had an understanding with 
Mr. Waterhouse the School's Engineer to make replacement of 
parts he deemed absolutely urrent and necessary for the operation 
of the school, should break-downs occur durine my absence. The 
hot water jackets were replaced during my absence in the North. 


The delay in my reply is due to the fact that Mr. Water- 
house left the employ of the Church Authorities after the water 
jackets were replaced. I held up the accounts hoping to learn of 


Mr. Waterhouse' whereabouts. I did not hear, consequently, the 
accounts went forward to the Department. He now writes as 
follows: 

"Four of the water jackets had not been in use for some 
time. Iwo that were in use leaked so badly that two buildings 
were left without hot water when heat and pressure was applied. 
The revaining four also leaked rendering them useless. The 
water jackets originally installed were of the iron type, the 
new ones are malleable, it is claimed they have double the life" 


Previous to having trouble with the water jackets, replacements 
had amounted to valves, elbows, connections etc. The above was 
not anticipated and it was unfortunate the replacements became 
necessary during my absence. Had I been on hand, authority would 
have been obtained before proceeding.

Regarding Voucher 664 (107) in favour of the Northern 
Hardware, as previously explained, this firm's book-keeping 
was in a terrible mess.

A long distance call was received this afternoon 
from Superintendent E.S. Jones, Prince Albert, Sask. 


In connection with building # 2 which is being 
converted into a residence for the Principal, Supt. Jones 
stated that some difficulty had been encountered in view of 
the fact that when they attempted to dig the basement a 
spring was struck, 


Mr, Ramage, architect of the Public Works Department, 
also spoke to me about the matter and his suggestion was 
that the basement should only be placed under part of the 
building and the rest of the building should be strengthened 
by ueing some extra lumber that is on hand and the result would 
be that the Principal's residence would be a bungalow, Thies 
appears to meet with the approval of all parties concerned 
and Mr, Ramage was very insistent that it was the best 
possible move that could be made at the present time and would 
result in our having a suitable residence for the Principal, 
The extra expenditure involved to carry out Mr. Ramage's 
suggestion would be $1,000, Mr, Ramage further stated that he 
would be in the vicinity of Prince Albert within the next 
few weeks in view of the fact that a new Post Office is being 
constructed in that town and he would give the work his 
personal supervision without cost to the Department,

MAJOR D.M. MACKAY 


Re: Lec la Ronge Indian Residential School 


P.C. 5329 dated October 20th, 1949, approved 
an expenditure of $13,567.00 for renovating additional 
buildings in the Prince Albert Military Camp to be 
used in connection with the Lac la Ronge Residential 
School. 


Included in the apove Order-in-Council was 
provision for converting the building known as No. 2 
into a residence for the Principal. Superintendent 
Jones telephoned us and stated that when the contractor 
attempted to dig the basement under this building, a 
spring was struck. 


Mr. Jones consulted Mr. Ramage, Architect 
of the Public Works Department at Prince Albert. Both 
Mr. Jones and Mr. Ramage spoke to us over the telephone, 
and Mr. Ramage stated that as a result of striking the 
spring, it was not possible to place a basement ander 
the whole of the building. His suggestion was that a 
basement should be placed under a part of the building, 
and the balance of the building should be strengthened 
by using extrse lumber on hand. This would result in 
converting the building into « bungalow, which would 
meet with the approval of all parties concerned,

Reference is made to letter 656-5 (E.1) dated 
October 20, 1949 in connection with Agency Vouchers No. 642 
(107) and 64 (107). 


Due to the fact that almost weekly last Spring 
and Summer weaknesses developed in the heating and water system 
at the All Saints Residential School, I had an understanding with 
Mr. Waterhouse the School's Engineer to make replacement of the 
parts he deemed absolutely urgent and necessary for the operation 
of the school, should break-downs occur during my absence. The 
hot water jackets were replaced during my absence in the North. 


The delay in my reply is due to the fact that Mr. 
Waterhouse left the employ of the Church authorities after the 
water jachets were replaced. I held up the accounts hoping to 
learn of Mr. Waterhouse’ whereabouts. I did not hear, consequently, 
the accounts went forward to the Department. He now writes as 
follows: 


"Pour of the water jackets had not been in use for some time. 
Two that were in use leaked so badly that two buildings were left 
without hot water when heat and pressure were applied. The 
rémaining four also leaked rendering them useless. The water 
jackets originally installed were of the iron type, the new ones 
are malleable, it is claimed they have double the life" 


Previous to having trouble with the water jackets, 
replacements had amounted to valves, elbows, connections etc. The 
above was not anticipated and it was unfortunate the replacements 
became necessary during my absence. Had I been on hand, authority 
would have been obtained before proceeding. 


Regarding voucher 664 (107) in favour of the 
Northern Hardware, as previously explained, this firm's book- 
keering was in a terrible mess. We could not get them to render 
accounts. This particular account extended over 1948 and into 1949,
